Mrs. Meyer sug- 
gested that a piano be procured for tho flat 
and he and Meyer went out and hired one at 
$4 a morith, The witness said he signed the 
agreement for the piano as *‘ Joseph Baum ” 
and that Dr. Meyer was present and had seen 
him sign it thus, 

The next day he saw Dr. and Mrs. Meyer 
and Brandt in the flat. Brandt objected to 
playing the part of asick man. He and the 
doctor went to Bellevue Hospital in search 
for the right kind of sick man. 

“They would not let the doctor in,” said 
the witness. ‘‘Wecame out, and across the 
street we noticed a dispensary.

Changes His Name. 

The witness told about Dr. Meyer having 
written a prescription in order that Brandt 
might procure some croton oil. At that time 
Dr. Minden was treating Brandt. It was 
about that time that the doctor suggested to 
the witness that he change his name. He did 
s0, and was known thereafter as Wimmers. 
Dr. Meyer gave Brandt three drops of croton 
oil that day, but Brandt wanteil more than 
that and took it. Then he complained of pain 
and was put to bed. Dr. Meyer said the oil 
was enough to kill him. 

While the witness was testifying to that in 
the most cheerful and matter-of-fact way im- 
aginable nearly every eye in the court-room 
was fixed on Mrs, Meyer. She tried to appear 
indifferent, and failed utterly. Her face grew 
very red and her hands shook. It was many 
minutes before the flush left her face. 

Kirfel told of the visits of Dr. Minden. Dr. 
Meyer said that Minden was a young man 
and it was easy to make him believeanything. 
He told the witness to throw Dr. Minden’s 
medicines away, and that was done. ‘The wit- 
ness and Mrs. Meyer threw Dr. Minden’s 
medicines away.

Then the 
doctor said he would give Brandt arsenic, so 
as to put him out of his misery. I saw him 
give the arsenic.”’

Died with Meyer Beside Him, 

Dr. Meyer told the witness that he would 
give Brandt some iron so as to hide traces of 
the arsenic. The night of March 30 Dr. Meyer 
went into the room with Brandt, who had 
risen from the bed on which he had then 


been lying for several days. Brandt 
breathed heavily a number of times 
and died with Meyer beside him. 


They carried him back to the bed. Dr. Minden 
was sent for then and also the undertaker. 
Dr. Meyer had told the witness that if the po- 
lice became aware of the cause of Brandt’s 
death all of them wotid be arrested and he, 
the doctor, would say he had never been in 
this city. 

“The 2d of April,’ said the witness, 
‘‘ Brandt was buried in one of the cemeteries 
in Brooklyn.”’ 

The witness attended the funeral. He said 
he went with Mrs. Meyer to the office of the 
Washington Life Insurance company, where 
Mrs. Meyer received a check for $3,000, the 
amount which Baum had been insured for in 
that company. Mrs. Meyer gave the check 


to Meyer and the landlord of the 
house in which they lived cashed it for 
him. Meyer remarked that if it was as easy 


to secure the money from all the insurance 
companies as it was from the Washington he 
would be able to makeadeal of money with- 
out trouble. “The doctor, Kirfel said, gave 
him $750, and told him that as he, the doctor, 
had no further use for his services he, 
Kirfel, could go back to Chicago. He did so 
that day. 
A few days later he met Dr. Meyer -in Chi- 
cago. The doctor had his beard shaved off. 
The doctor told him that the Mutual Life In- 
surance company had pronounced the insur- 
ance of Brandt a fraud, and that he and Mrs. 
Meyer had fled from this city. In Toledo, the 
witness said, Dr. Meyer was known as Hugo 
Waylen. 

Other Chicagoans Appear. 
Kirfel identified two photographs from the 
Chicago *‘rogues’ gallery”’ as portraits of 
Ludwig Brandt. This is important, because 
it is expected that the defense will bring in 
Brandt, or a man calling himseif Brandt, and 
declare that Muller’s story of Brandt’s death 
is all a lie, and that Meyer actually did bring 
in a corpse in his place to personate dead 
‘* Baum,” as he originally planned. He also 
identified the “ Baum ”’ signatures on a num- 
ber of applications for life insurance as being 
written by Brandt.

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BLACK LIST SENT OUT. 


80-O0ALLED INVESTMENT OOMPANIES 
ARE BRANDED AS FRAUDS. 


Postoffice Department Issues an Order De- 
nying the Mails to Concerns of the Mc- 
Donald Guarantee StripexRush to Get 
on the Safe Side May Avail Little#The 
Convicted President Gets a Stay of Sen- 
tence on a Writ of Supersedeas=Provi- 
dent Bond Shut Out. 


Following the indicunent and conviction of 
the officials of the Guarantee Investment 
company and the suppression of the business 
of the company the United States postoffice 
authorities at Washington have resolved upon 
a vigorous and wholesale warfare against all 
such lottery suhemes, Tue Trispunef’s exposé 
of the Guarantee Investment company, fol- 
lowed by the action of the government, struck 
terror into the scores of these lottery concerns 
doing business all over the country. There 
was a grand rush to get on the safe side of the 
law by changes in the methods of the con- 
cerns. Other companies, managed by hon- 
ester men, made haste to submit their schemes 
to the Postoftice Department in order to see 
whether they came under the lottéry law. But 
the government has turned a deaf ear to all 
alike and hus sent out *‘ fraud orders ”’ against 
a large number of these lottery schemes. 

Inspector Stuart received a black list yes. 
terday and with it were some devisive orders. 
One was a communication from the chief 
postoffice inspector at Washington stating that 
the companies named had been investigated 
by Assistant Attorney-General Thomas and 
had been pronounced by him fraudulent and 
not entitled to the privileges of the United 
States mails. Inspector Stuart was instructed 
to notify the Postmasters in his district not 
to deliver to any of them registered let- 
ters or money orders. 


They Must Stop Business. 

While Inspector Stuart declines to talk about 
his orders, it is understood that the ultimatum 
of the department is that these companies 
must absolutely stop business or run the risk 
of indictment and prosecution. The depart- 
ment does not purpose to wait the conven- 
ience of the com yanies, either, and general in- 
structions have been issued to the postoffice 
inspectors to prepare evidence against them. 
This evidence is to be submitted to United 
States District Attorneys with a view of hav- 
ing officials of companies indicted and prose- 
cuted for violation of the lottery act and the 
act against operating schemes to defraud the 
public. Persons who have entirely abandoned 
the business may not be prosecuted, but even 
this depends upon circumstances. 

Inspector Stuart was instructed that any 
change in the plan of operation by these com- 
panies is not to be allowed to change their 
status before the Postoffice authorities. 
Abandoning the “* bond maturity ” plan will 
not save them from prosecution, if evidence 
can be secured that they have heretofore vio- 
lated the law forbidding lotteries. 

‘“‘This order shutting out the investment 
companies from the mails,’ said Inspector 
Stuart, *“‘is a sweeping one and will put an 
end to the swindle. The mere fact that the 
legal advisers of the administration at Wash- 
ington and the: Postoffice Department have 
pronounced these concerns fraudulent ought 
to be enough to deter people from giving 
their money tothem. There is one thing cer- 
tain, and that is that these companies, what- 
ever they may do or whatever schemes they 
may devise to continue their business, ‘wi 
not operate through the mails.”

GREEN’S LOTTERY COMES TO GRIEF, 


German Jew Is Arrested and His Scheme 
Branded as a Fraud, 

What the police believe was to result in an 
extensive swindling scheme was brought to 
an end yesterday by the arrest of Morris 
Green, a German Jew, who came to Chicago 
three months ago. He gained the confidence 
of more than 2,000 Chicago people and from 
them he was drawing an income of over 
$2,000 a month, which, according to the 
contract, was to continue for a year and 
a half. Green’s means of becoming 
wealthy was an alleged lottery which the Aus- 
trian Consul claims isa fraud. A little more 
than two months ago Green entered Stern’s 
printiny office at No. 70 Fifth avenue and or- 
dered a large number of lottery tickets 
printed. The tickets purported to have come 
from Vienna where Green claimed the main 
office of the lottery was located. Across the 
top of the slip was the name of the lottery, 
‘*Sachsen-Meinengen.”” There were also 
printed claims that the lottery was 
backed by the Vienna Banking company, 
which it was represented paid all the draw- 
ings. The manner in which the scheme was 
exposed was through a skeptical husband who 
lives at No. 23 Seward street. This man 
found that his wife had purehased one of the 
tickets. He became suspicious and went to 
the Austrian Consul.. There, he says, he was 
told that the institution was a fraud. Green’s 
arrest followed. 

Green started his lottery Sept. 1 at No. 80 
La Salle street. He circulated two kinds of 
drawing tickets, one called a half and the 
other a whole ticket. For a half the sub- 
scriber paid $1 and for a whole ticket 

2. The monthly payments for a year and 
a half were the same as the initial payment. 

The drawings were to be conducted month- 
ly. Atthe expiration of two years, if the 
patron had not drawn a winning number, it 
was represented that $150 would be pre- 
sentetl him. The lowest. drawing for a whole 
ticket was 10,000 guilders and the greatest 
possible amount 150,000 guilders, 


Another Lottery Falls. 

CoLtumaus, O., Dec. 8.—Lorenszo D. O’Bell, a 
jeweler of Zanesville, and Daniel, Harris, a 
wealthy farmer living near that place, have been 
indicted by the United States-grand jury charged 
with forming a lottery partnership. O’Bell ad- 
vertised the scheme and represented that Noy. 
80, 1893, the firm would give away $60,000, 


DEMOCRACY TAUGHT IN SCHOOL.

A letter from Alfred Pottle, representing a 
number of young Republican school boys at 
the La Salle School, was read at the Board 
of Education meeting*Wednesday night com- 
plaining that they were supplied with plenty 
of Democratic literature, but none on the 
other side of the question.

TO WITHDRAW THE POSTAL NOTE. 


Joint Committee on Business Methods Will

effect material changes in the working of the 
Postottice Department. One of the leading 
members of the commission said today that 
before the legislative bill was reported strik- 
ing reforms would be tacked onto that 
measure as new legislation.

GENERAL NEWS OF THE CAPITAL. 


Fate of the. Bureau of South American 
" Republics in Doubt. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 8.--The question of 
the ultimate fate of the Bureau of American 
Republics, almost the last remaining vestige of 
Mr. Blaine'’s pan-American policy, is an interest- 
ing one. Nothing can be learned at the State 
Department respecting the policy of the adminis- 
tration towards the maintenance of the burean, 
but it is inferred in view of the omission from 
the department's budget of an estimate for its 
continuance during the year 1894-'05 that it is 
The 
First Controller has already decided that the 
bureau is not entitled to charge up the rental of 
its building to State Department funds inasmuch 
as it is not a legal bureau of the State Dopast 
ment. Two or three of the less wealthy of the 
American republics have withdrawn their con- 
tributions for the joint support of the bureau, 
alleging simply financial stringency as_ the 
reason of their withdrawal and making no com- 
plaint as to the management of the bureau. 
Some of the wealthier republics continue to be 
well disposed towards the institution. 


Claims Before the Chile Commission. 


This was the lest day for the filing of claims be- 
fere the Chilean (iaims Commission. There were 
forty-two in all presented, three of them against 
the UnitedStates. The principal of cheese lather 
is that of the South American steamship com- 
pany of Chile for $227,000, growing out of the 
seizure of the Itata during the Chilean war.

The principal one was of the North 
and South American Construction company, 
which had a contract with Chile, made in 1LS&8&, 
to construct a railroad 500 miles in length, con 
necting the mining districts in the north 
of that country with the capital. 
i8s9o the vernment secured all of 
road, together with the ‘property of 
construction company, .. and its claim 
for damages is $6,500,000. Two American 
claims have been rejected. “One was: for a bill 
of ammunition and armsand two vessels, fitted 
in 1816 by D’Arey & Didi of Baltimore at 
the request of Carrera, a Chilean patriot; 
the other was the claim of Charles L. Wilson, 
for three years a citizen of Brooklyn, N. Y., for 
$124,000 for the destruction of property in the 
bombardment. of Iquiqne ia 181.

Townsenp, Wash., Dec. 8.—The ship Bea- 
consiield, Capt. Besteinsen, arrived at Port 
Angels this evening, sixteen days from Hono- 
lulu, having sailed from there Nov, 22, four 
days after the Barkentine Klickitat. Capt. 
Besteinsen reports that nothing definite had 
been done up to the time he sailed, although 
considerable excitement was manifest on all 
sides. The provisional government was 
quietly gathering and arming its forces to re- 
pel by force any attempt to re- 
store the dethroned Queen or to quell 
any attempt of the natives in that 
direction, which is expected~at any mo- 
ment. Capt. Besteinson says Minister Willis 
had made no statement of his instructions or 
intentions at that time, and the general opin- 
ion prevails that he is awaiting developments 
and instructions from Washington. 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 8.—The schooner 
Transit arrived late this evening bringing the 
following from the United Press correspondent 
at Honolulu, dated Nov. 19: 

After the steamer Alameda sailed Minister 
Willis stated nothing definite would be done here 
until he had received a reply to dispatches sent 
to Washington. In an interview Minister Willis 
said: ‘* Any trouble precipitated on either side 
would be stopped at orce by the United States 

orees. 

President Dole called upon Minister Willis on 
the 17th to ype how far the United States au- 
thority would be carried in case of an emergency. 
provisional government seems to be 
fully satisfied with Willis’ reply.

The President’s Communication on Hawaii 
Is Ready for Submission. 

Wasuinoeton, D. ©., Dec. 8.—[Special. |—

discussion at the Cabinet meeting today. 
Secretaries Gresham and Herbert went to the 
White House with their pockets full of 
Hawaiian papers, and these were read and 
discussed in connection with the President’s 
The message, it is said, is 
completed.

special message. 
already practically 
will be sent to Congress 
tirely upon the news received § from 
Hawaii by the next steamer. Secretary 
Gresham is confident the State Department 
will have advices within the next~ forty-eight 
hours either via Auckland or by a steamer ar- 
riving at San Franctsco. All the President 
wants is to be thoroughly satisfied that Min- 
ister Willis has maintained a status que on 
the islands since he last reported. There is a 
bare possibility that the Minister may have 
been forced to take action which he did not 
contemplate at the time he asked for further 
instructions. 

Present indications are, however. that Con- 
gress will know all about the President's 

awaiian policy when it comes together Mon- 
day next. .Members of the Foreign Affairs 
committee have been informed that this is the 
day the special incssage containing all the in- 
formation the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment has in its possession will be sub- 
mitted, provided there is no change of power 
in Hawaii. It was the knowledge of this fact 
that led the Committee on Foreign Affairs of 
the House to postpone consideration of Mr. 
Hitt’s resolution of inquiry until next Tues- 
day. 

The message will be actompanied by the 
full text of Commissioner Blount’s report, by 
such reports as have been received from Com- 
mnissioner Willis since his arrival at Honolulu. 
and by copies of all instructions issued by the 
State and the Navy Departinents to théir re- 
spective representatives in Hawaii. <A brief 
of the correspondence between the Navy De- 
partment and naval commanders in Honolu- 
lu was laid before the’President by Secretary 
Herbert today. The papers will be an im- 
portant feature of the President’s side of the 
case, as they wil! support the administration's 
contention that Minister Stevens’ action was 
unwarranted in calling upon the marines, and 
especially in regard to the hoisting of the 
American flag, 

Congress May Send a Commission. 

Now that it seems likely Congress is to deal 
with the Hawaiian question there is naturally 
much curiosity to see what the next move of 
that branch of the government will be. There 
is already talk of the appointment of a jcint 
Congressional commission to visit Hawaii to 
investigate for itself the exact situation of af- 
fairs, Annexation, it is asserted by Dern- 
ocrats, is out of the question. They say Re- 
publican Senators, who have been so bitter in 
their criticisms of the President's policy, are 
not, asarule, favorable to such a proposi- 
tion. The other side, however, says this is 
botnbast, as the Republican policy is clearly 
that. which has always been followed. 

There is one dispatch in the Hawaiian cor- 
respondence which the Senate should have.

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dispatch from Minister Willis was received in 
Washington four or five days after the Gres- 
ham report had been published, which first 
disclosed to the people of the United States 
that the Cleveland adm ration was going 
to restore the Queen. , 

Until it was received the President and the 
Secretary of State were absolutely sure that 
the provisional government had melted away 
and the Queen was back on the throne. But 
Willis in this his first communication ex- 
plained the results of his reconnoitering. As 
was published in Tue Tri suse at the time, he 
notified Secretary Gresham that the provis- 
ional government had 1,600 stand of arms, 
two Gatlings, and four field pieces, with plen- 
ty of ammunition. [tis also suggested that 
it might be necessary to impose an “ elec. 
tion’’ upon the provisional government in 
order to get it out and the Queen in. But it 
was the military and the moral strength of 
the provisional government that most im- 
pressed him and convinced him that if the 
Queen was put back as planned by the ad- 
ministration it would be by American bayo- 
nets.and then she could not remain twenty- 
fuur hours unless American bayonets kept 
her there. 

Could Not Call in the Marines, 

While Willis’ instructions did not authorize 
him to callon the Admiral to- land the ma- 
rines for the express purpose of restoring the 
Queen, he did have authority to call for the 
coéperation of the troops in the event of dis- 
order or danger tothe life and property of 
American eitizens. And naturally he was to 
be the judge of the circumstances under which 
they should be landed. Not wanting to take 
the responsibility of restoring the Queen 
under those conditions he accepted the change 
in the situation and asked further instructions 
from Washington. It was his course in doing 
this that caused the restoration plot to mis- 
carry and further caused the first news of the 
Cleveland policy to reach the provisional gov- 
ernment, not through the medium of Minis- 
ter Willis, but through the American news- 


papers. 

If Minister Willis’ first communication to 
the State Department is sent to the Senate it 
will clear up any ambiguity that might exist 
as to the ‘policy he was expected to carry out. 
That is why the Senate’ should insist on hav- 
ing it. Willis’ later reports will also be in- 
finitely more interesting than anything that 
Blount ever learned. In the end some links 
in the conspiracy agaist the provisional gov- 
ernment may be lost, but the reports from 
that diplomatic agent in the conspiracy will 
disclose its full extent. He went to Hawaii 
to restore a rotten monarchy. He could not 
do it, and his communication to the State De- 
partment teils why. As to the original in- 
structions the small guard of faithful Demo- 
crats who stand by the President have been 
comforted by the statement that they will not 
make out quite so bad a case against the ad- 
ministration as has been supposed. 


Was to “ Negotiate” Her Back, 


It. is stated that the President has not de- 
clared war without the consent of Congress 
because Willis was not to put the Queen back 
at the point of bayonets and the marines were 
not to be landed” for a hostile purpose. They 
are also told that he was to declure that the 
President had umpired the controversy be- 
tween the Queen and the provisional govern- 
ment, and, having decided in favor of the 
@ueen, he was to “negotiate”? her back on 
the throne. There is nothing new in this. 
The later instructions sent out by the Corwin 
are also important to show how far the Presi- 
dent had recognized the outbreak of public 
feeling in the United States against either 


putting the Queen back or keeping her on the 


throne. 

It isa great relief to everybddy connected 
with the administration to know that the 
President will not have Congress on his hands 
for three days. In that time news may be 
received from Honolulu which will enable the 
President to shape his message of apology for 
the blundering diplomacy with which the 
whole Hawaiian business has been trans- 
acted. The Senate is not so much voneerned 
with the apology as with the difficulties into 
which the Gountry has been plunged. That 
the ex-Queen will now have an excuse for de- 
manding the forcible intervention of the 
United States is admitted and no oné can tell 
what assurances Minister Willis has given her 
or what means he has been taking to under- 
mine the provisional government. 

Minister Thurston Is Going Home, 

When the steamer Alameda starts from San 
Francisco for Honolulu next Thursday among 
its passengers, in all probability, will.be Min- 
ister Thurston, who represents the Hawaiian 
Islands in this country. At least such are the 
present arrangements and it will not be de- 
viated from unless late intelligence from the 
islands renders his gtay imperative in this 
country. It is the expectation that the Arawa, 
a steamer due dt Vancouver, British, Colum- 
bia, tomorrow, will bring news from Honolu- 
lu as late as Dec. 2, the date scheduled for 
leaving Honolulu. Inasmuch as there has 
been no news sent from Auckland to the Ha- 
waiian Legation in this city the inference is that 
the Monowai, which was billed to leave Hono- 
lulu for the south Nov. 23, had nothing to re- 
-port beyond the fact that all was quiet. in 
Hawaii that day. 

Minister Thurston, however, is wanted in 
Honvlulu fora consultation with the officers 
of the provisional government, and it is their 
idea that coming directly from the base of 
operations in this country he will be able to 
give them the benefit of his observations and 
information gleaned from all sources at Wash- 
ington. Then, too, if anythimg should be 
done by Congress before he leaves for Hono- 
lulu Dee. 14, it can be transmitted to him 
justas wellatSan Franciscoas if he were 
many hundreds of miles further east and dis- 
tant from Hawaii. Instructions have been 
given to send ali mail and telegrams to him 
at San Francisco, for which point he will leave 
Chicago tomorrow. 

Before leaving Washington yesterday Mr. 
Thurston wrote to Secretary Gresham to that 
effect and stated that any comnrunication 
which the State Department had to make 
would be received by Mr. Hastings, Chargé 
d’ Affaires of the HawaiianfLegation and acting 
Minister in the absence of Mr. Thurston.

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BYRNES SPEAKS OUT. 


GALLS GEORGE GOULD'’S TORMENTOR 
A OUNNING BLACKMAILER. 


Reviews Mrs. Zella Nicolaus’ Record ‘in 
Chieago and Elsewhere and Declares 


That All Her Ways Have Been Devious, 


and That Her Career, Brands Wer a 
Menace to Soclety=How the Woman 
Was Thought Of in Her Home Town of 
Wabash, Ind. 

New York, Dec. 8.—[Special.}—All doubt 
concerning the character of Mrs, Zella Nico- 
laus, who is suing George J. Gould for $40,- 
00O0,.was swept away today by Supt. Byrnes. 
a. TD a& me «me 
the Superintendent and talked with 
him for nearly an _ hour. Six . hours 
later the Superintendent freely expressed 
his opinion of Mrs. Nicolaus and related some 
stirring ihcidents connected with the pending 
suit. Mrs. Nicolaus and Mrs. George Gould, 
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MRS, ZELLA NICOLAUS. 
the two women most deeply interested im the 
matter, have discussed it with the Superin- 
tendent at different times and at differ- 
ent places. It was also admitted that 
the record .of _Mrs. Nicolaus is thoroughly 
known to the Superintendent and his famil- 
iarity with it gave him the privilege of calling 
her an adventuress, a blackmailer, and @ 
criminal. Perhaps the most interesting state- 
ment made by Mr, Byrnes “was that Mrs. 
George Gould was heartily in accord with her 
husband in his determination to fight the suit 
to the bitter end, and that she is entirely con- 
vinced of his complete innocence. 

‘*T have had a number of conferences with 
Mr. Gould,”’ said Mr. Byrnes, ‘concerning 
the suit brought against him, and I have 
known this Mrs. Nicolaus for seven months, 
She is a professional blackmailer. Before 
leaving Chicago she blackmailed a prominent 
citizen there, and an investigation into her 
history which I caused to be made showed 
that her life had been full of similar exploits. 
She has gone a little too far this time and I 
think now we will be able to show her up in 
her true colors and put a stop to her shame- 
less career. Thisis the only way to protect 
the public from such people. I hope every 
man who is singled out asa victim by sucha 
creature will appeal to the police and receive 
the protection to which he is entitled.”’ 

Mz. Byrnes meditated fora moment and 
then resumed: ‘* You can say as coming 
from me that I know the woman well; in 
fact, I know all about her. I am familiar 
with her career in other places, and too much 
cannot be said against her. The information 
that I have received concerning her cannot at 
present be given to the public, for it is neces- 
sary to keep it secret in the interest of a cer- 
tain object I have in view. 

‘*] have also had several interviews with 
Mrs. Gould, and she is even more determined 
than her husband to see that the woman re- 
ceives the treatment due her for concocting 
such a blackmailing scheme, Mrs. Gould has 
the most absolute and perfect confidence in 
her husband. She is certain that she ts noth- 
ing morethan a cummon adventuress, and 
she has expressed a willingness to make any 
public appegrunce or do anything else in or- 
der to show her trust in the loyalty and faith 
of her husband.”’ 

Mr. Byrnes was asked whether he intended 
takirig any formal action against Mrs. 
Nicolaus. ‘I have no threats nor will I make 
any,’ he replied, **but whenever I discover 
that a wrong has been done I will certainly do 
all | ecantoright it and to bring the wrong- 
doer to justice. If a criminal intent is shown 
in this case the criminal will be prosecuted.”’ 

In replying toa question concerning Mrs. 
Nicolaus’ meteor-like experiencés in this city, 
Mr. Byrnes said: “I don’t care to say 
anything about that now. I can say, how. 
ever, that Iknow how Mrs. Nicolaus came to 
place her case in the hands of Howe & Hum- 
mel. I know she was sent there by a per- 
son in whom the law firm had confidence. 
The fact. that they bring the suit should 
not -reflect upon them, for the information 
they had when the suit was brought justified 
them. The action of Mr. Hummel in guar- 
anteeing the payment of the board bill of 
Ruhman and the woman at the St. James Ho- 
tel was in perfect good faith,”’ 

** Have you seen Mrs. Nicolans?”’ 

‘* She has been in this offce several times. 
I have talked with her and 1 gave her some 
good advice which, if she had followed, would 
have saved her a good deal of troubie.”’ . In 
reply to a request for his opinion regarding 
the personality of Mrs. Nicolaus he said: 
‘She is a woman who may make 
a remarkable impression upon men. 
While [ was talking with her 
could feel a sort of a conviction sweeping over 
me that she was an innocent young woman 
and that, perhaps, I was going too far in con- 
demning her. She has a sort of magnetic 
power. She is a menace to society. 

Wasasu, Ind., Dec. 8.—[ Special Correspond- 
ence, |—Mrs. Rozella Nicolaus had a sensa- 
tional career while a resident of this city. She 
is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs, Wesley Lytle, 
who now live here. Her fatheris in F esggrone 
circumstances, running a small grocéry and 
selling pateut medicine. Nine years ago they 
removed to this city from Logansport, Ind., 
and the girl at 14-began to manifest a tendency 
toganyety. At 15 she became involved in a 
scandal. It was not until Nov. 26; 1889, that 
the girl, who was of marvelous beauty, 
figured as the star ina newspaper sensation. 
Harvey Christman, an Indianapolis drum. 
mer, was the victim. She left the city osten- 
sibly for Cincinnati. She did nut return for 
months. Though she visited her parents once 
or twice little was known of her until the 
Gould affair was made public. ‘This morning 
the correspondent called upon Mr.-and Mrs. 
Lytle, parents of Mrs. Nicolaus, and showed 
them the press dispatch regarding her suit 
against George Gould. They expressed entire 
ignorance of her conduct or her whereabouts 
lately. Mr. Lytle said she had not made her 
home with them since 1890: that she had 
married William Nicolaus of Jolhet, Ill. in 
Milwaukee March 1, 1891: moved to Chi- 
cago, where they resided. for a year, and 
subsequent to that they had no fixed 
place of habitation, Nicolaus traveling 
about with a string of. valuable horses. 
Nicolaus himself had been in the city but 
once, stopping for a few hours while en route 
from Louisville to Chicago. Mr. Lytle averred 
he Was unaware thatthe pair had separated. 
Last winter Rozella was in Wabash and re- 
ferred to George Gould, saying that he 
owed her a considerable sum of money. 
She also exhibited a New York bank pass- 
book, remarking that she had an account at 
that bank, but had loaned most of her money 
out. They knew nothing of theaction against 
Gould, or if they did preserved discreet silence 
upon the subject. In this city where she is 
well-known opinion in regari to the suit 
against the millionaire is one-sided.

New Nicagagua Canal, 

The reorganization committee of the Nicar- 
‘agua Canal Construction company sent out 
today to the stockholders a plan of the new 
company. It proposes that tue company 
shall be formed with a capital stock of $12.- 
000,000, of which $6,000,000 is to be 
retained for the benetit of the treasury 
and $6,000,000 is to be distributed to stock- 
holders of the present company in exchange 
for their old stock, and it is to be sold for 
cash requirements and to rotect and 
mgintain the present plant and property of 
the company. The newcompany will own 
all of the assets of the present company. It 
will have in its treasury stock of the Maritime 
Canal company amounting te $14,876,750 
and obligations for first mortgage bonds 
of the Maritime Canal company amounting 
to $5,559,950. Six million dollars of 
its own full paid stock will beheld by trustees 
for the benefit of the company. For each ten 
shares of the old stock deposited one share of 
new stock, par value $100, will be iasued. 
Depositors electing to pay $350 per share 
upon deposited stock will receive one share of 
new stock for each two shares deposited.

There is an injustice done sometimes in the tem- 

le of justice that deserves condemnation. Now 
ph to you, any Judge or any court or any jury 
which violates those rules that I have stated. who 
considers any circumstance against that man as 
evidence of his guilt that applies as well to any 
other man that is susceptible of explanation on 
some rational theory of innocence, commits a 
crime. The fact that wrong is done under the 
sanction of law does not make that wrong right. 

l have told you that the only way to arrive at 
the truth from circumstances is ‘to take those 
circumstances as a scientist takes the facts, and 
look at the proposition to see if the circumstances 
fit it, and if they do then you have made one step, 
but you have not settled it yet: you may have a 
right touseit. You are to go one step further 
and say, does that circumstance agree ‘with any 
theory of innocence, does it apply to any one 
else? If it does youhave got to dismiss it; under 
the rules of law you cannot use it. 


Case Built on Alleged Suspicions. 


I tell you that when the case of the people 
against Daniel Conghlin et al. is submitted to 
that legal test it perishes, and why? Because it 
is made up of suspicions; it is made up of cir- 
cumstances that are solvable upon many reason- 
able suppositions of innocence; upon circum- 
stances that have no direct connection with the 
charge. Take the case that we are trying. You 
were told by the counsel representing the State 
that differences and disagreements and enmities 
had existed for many years in the Irish societies 
known as the United Brotherhood. suppose 
they are cailed the United Brotherhood because 
they were never unitedin the world. Now, the 
Irish people are as good a people as God has 
made, yet they are totally incapable of self-gov- 
ernment. They don't trust each other; they 
never have in past history and they do not 
today. That is the troubie with them. 
They will organize, they will pull together 
for a little while, then they will get up jealousies 
and rivalries and get to quarreling among them- 
selves. It is true pretty near of every Irish fam- 
ily; it is true of every Irish neighborhood: it is 
true of every Irish organization. There are dis- 
sensions and jealousies and suspicions constantly 
figuring among them. It is true, too. that in my 
judgment the oflicers of the State of Illinois 
ave been long misied in this Cronin case, for 
just so soon as the doctor died half of the Irish 
factions began at once to suspect that some one in 
the other half had killed him. It would have 
been the safest thing on earth for your Honor or 
myself or any other citizen to have killed Dr. 
Cronin or any other prominent Irishman. | 
could kill Scanlan tonight and the faction to 
which he belonged would at once suspect some 
other fellows in that 
utter exculpation. So just as quick as 
Cronin died‘ these suspicious Irishmen at 
once said: * Why, itis some one on the other 
side of this question that has done it; some Irish- 
man has done it, some enemy has done it, some 
opponent in the camp.”’ Well, they picked out a 
whole neighborhood nearly. They picked out 
the presiding officer of a camp and presented him 
as the chief conspirator and the great head, too. 
This man was a tool before. Now he is the 
chief conspirator is the theory of the State, and 
they would not brook any examination in any 
other direction. 


Wanted Somebody Arrested. 


They at once demanded that somo brethren be 
arrested, and it was no matter who. They could 
rove their case just as thoroughly against one 
rishman as another. Under their theory here it 
would cover any lIrizhman. Now they say that 
the motive for the destruction of Dr. Cronin is 
found in the malice that certain members of his 
own camp and their neighbors had towards him. 
I say, your Honor, that a motive that can be ap- 
plied to two or three hundred different men 
as well as to this man cannot 
‘be considered as his motive. Most any motive 
will do for murder, they think. That 
man never had any more reason for tak- 
Cronin's life than you had i or 
I had. He never hated him. He 
never was his enemy. When they say that. he 
said that he was Cronin’s enemy they tell a falso- 
hood, as the proof shows. 
ment that you have been treated to was filled 
with gross misrepresentations and errors and 
mace, too, by aman who listened to all these 
circumstances once before. There 1s a great deal 
of difference between the statement that “I am 
not a friend of that man; we are not good friends,’’ 
and the statement that ‘'we have en enemies 
for four years,” isn’t there? Not satisfied with 
coloring these facts, not content with stating 
mere inferences as established facts which they 
hope to prove, they have even misrepresented the 
circumstances themselves, as the proof will show. 
Does murder result from any and every in- 
stance where there is not deep friendship and 
love and respect? They seem to think so. But 
they are bound to have a motive for murder. 
They cannot get it from honest sources, they can- 
not get it from reputable quarters; they go down 
into the haunts an taieuse for their proof—Gar- 
rity and Sampson. Counsel! deceived you as to 
what Garrity said, misrepresented to you all these 
circumstances that they have spoken about. But 
they must have a witness who will swear to 
something tangible as a motive. Whom do they 
get? They cail in from the country a sheli- 
worker, antan that travels around to country 
fairs, that went about the country with Jim Blaine 
touching the ets of his auditors, a thief. a 
confidence man, a swindler—Sampson—to prove 
a motive in the breastofa man who served the 
city of Chicago faithfully for nearly nineteen 
years, to prove a motive for murder by a thief 
that you would not rest the fate of a dog you 
liked upon. Yet we will dispose of the liberty of 
an honest citizen, these Irish Croninites will, 
upon the word of a thief—(arrity.

The proofs 
will show that O'Sullivan expected to extend his 
business to make it greater. The proofs will 
show youthat Dr. Cronin was an intimate and 
close friend of T. T. Conklin, who had two or 
three saloons at that time, two at least, and may 
be more, and it might well enough have been in 
the mind of O'Sullivan that by securing the 
services of Dr. Cronin he might get the ice trade 
of that whisky seller, and if he did it would very 
much more than compensate him for the little 
sum that the contract required him to pay Dr.

The doctor wanted #10 a month 
and O'Sullivan got him down to $6 or $8, the 
Justice said. Now the fellow that bought the fur- 
niture was a criminal because he didn't beat the 
man down, don't you see? And O'Sullivan was a 
criminal because he did beat the man down, 
don't you see? That is the sort of logic the prose- 
cution is treating you twelve men to. He 
beat him down and got his lowest 
figure, $6 or $8 a month, and Scan- 
lan says it is a dishonest contract. 
O'Sullivan returns to his home and tells the peo- 

le about it. Alot of men boarded where he 

marded and he told them about it. Would he 
have done that if he had intended it to be used as 
a scheme to entice the doctor to his death? The 
doctor mentioned it in the Conklin home, where 
he had lived for seven or eight years: the Conk- 
lins knew all about the contract, for he men- 
tioned it there; and iif he mentioned 
it there isn’t it fair to infer that he 
mentioned it elsewhere? $ it unrea- 
reasonable to suppose that Justice Mahoney 
should have mentioned it. O'Sullivan had some 
men working for him; there were others board- 
ing at the same place that he boarded and it was 
mentioned to all of them; even in the saloun he 
recommended the doctor and told about the con- 
tract; made it as public as any act of his life. 
Well, they say that the business card of O'Sulli- 
van was presented by a man who came after the 
doctor, and that is the best proof in the 
world that P. O'Sullivan was not in any 
conspiracy to destroy the doctor. Do you sup- 
pose that if you and I and two or three more wére 
in a conspiracy to take life and I wasto eall for 
you and take you away that it should be ar- 
ranged that I should state your name to the 
family? Do you suppose that a conspiracy was 
ever planned that way ; that any criminal act was 
ever done that way? Why, before another day 
had come and gone the people who were in the 
doctor's home went to O'Sullivan and asked him 
about it—wanted to know what it meant. 


Rather Strange. 


Like a boy ata funeral in the country town, 
when the suspicious facts were detailed to him, 
said: “It does look strange; 1 cannot explain 
it.” Neither could:-he. Do you tell me that men 
would enter into a conspiracy and so arrange 
and plan it that in twenty-four hours after the 
crime was committed the conspirators by their 
acts and invitation would bring inquirers to 
them, asking them questions that they could not 
explain? Itis nonsense. Yet you can see what 
theories these people will resort to who 
make up their minds to crush their associates. 
Now is there anything about the conduct of 
O'Sullivan that indicates guilt in making that 
contract? Nota thing on earth. No more than 
any contract you have out today to which your 
name is signed; byt, on the other hand, there is 
much in it—-everything to indicate that man’s en- 
tire innocence. That is one of the “* mountain 
peaks.’’ It stands above his grave today, and 
thinking men as long as the world moves on wil! 
more and more see in that mountain peak the 
elements of the man's innocence, 

Another thing. Remember that at the inquest 
the first story of the witness wastold and told 
fully. Judge Longenecker, whom no one will 
accuse of being derelict asa _ fact-gatherer, was 
there. He interrogated the witnesses, asthe proof 
will show here. Old man.Carlson, the owner of 
the cottage, who lived right close by, testified.

Science Steps In. 


But fortunately science has a method of taking 
down with accuracy the words that fall from the 
a of witnesses; there is no mistake about it. 
There are two of them; if one should possi- 
bly make a mistake it could not happen 
that the other would make the samo 
mistake at the same time, so it is 
certain that what a fellow says in court can be 
inade so by the prcof. Befure the inquest these 
men with this science sat and caught old Car!l- 
son 8 story word for word. He told the story that 
I have told today, and yet later when the men 


- were in court he gave this dramatic statement. 


that “ Burke walked over to O'Sullivan and 
said the cottage is rented,’ a public unguarded 
announcement of the scene of the homicide. 
Think of it! Yet they expect reasonable men 
with brains to believe their unreasonable tale. 
They can get men to doit whentheir souls are 
filled with prejudice and with passion, when they 
are reaching out insanely for anything by which to 
convict and destroy their fellow-men. Lies are 
as good as traths with jurors in that frame of 
mind. But where 4 man, a witness, tells two 
different stories he cannot be believed. So I say 
there is nothing against Patrick O'Sullivan but 
the contract, and y say to you thatis susceptible 
of explanation on many theories of reasonable 
innocence; it is not onlyrsusceptible of explana- 
tion, but is proof of innocence tomy mind. He 
left the card and announced to the doctor that 
one of O’Sullivan’s men had been hurt and. he 
wanted him to go there, bringing the detective, 
bringing the friend, bringing the Irish agitator, 
bringing everybody right to O’Sullivan’s house. 
Do you suppose he ever participated in 
such a planas that? The truth is, and I believe 
history sustains the idea, that men who are about 
to do a guilty act do not care for you and do not 
care for me, Such men knowing of this contract 
would have boen able to get O'’Sullivan’s busi- 
ness cards in every saloon in that part of town; 
they had-been circulated everywhere. You know 
what these icemen do toe build up. trade. They 
throw their cards out by the bushel. It was easy 
enough to get his card and his contract was 
known. 
Involving Innocent Men, . 


If you or I had intended to destroy and kill the 
Doctor for some reasons of our own, what better 
plan could we have adopted than to involve a 
number of the opposite faction or two or three 
members of the opposite faction, and then perpe- 
trate our devilish crime, throw suspicion off, and 
perhaps escape altogether? That has been done 
before. It is a reasonable theory, and was in all 
human probability done in this case. History is 
not without precedent where physicians have 
been decoyed away by two or three men and 
slain. Even your own city furnishes instances 
of that sort, and plenty of it exists in 
any great city. There are many reasons, 
gentlemen of.the jury, why a_ professional! 
man should incur hatred and enmities in the 
breasts of families and men, who at last driven to 
desperation would destroy him and in the man- 
ber he was destroyed in this case. -And no man 
planning a murder would do it without taking 
some precautions tc prevent arrest; they always 
do that. The instinct of self-preservation in 
every human being would lead them to take some 
precaution to preserve themselves and to cover 
their tracks, and to divert suspicion from them- 
selves, and there is no more successful way to do 
it than to direct suspicion towards some innocent 
arty, and they directed it towards Boggs and 
pate hl Coughlin, Woodruff, Burke, and 
O'Sullivan. Then the friends and partisans 
of the party who is siain always de- 
light to trace the mystery and fasten 
the crime on the opposite faction. They at once 
will adopt these very means that the real cul- 
prits have employed to divert suspicion from 
themse! ves—manufacturing circumstances, going 
by theories, involving innocent men, charging 
conspiracy. Under that charge almost everything 
on earth can be established—almost everything. 
You and I| are charged with censpiracy in an ina- 
dictment that says *‘ others to the grand jury un- 
known.’ We have to take our place, and against 
us is put what any fellow has ever done during 
the period of his life that has any connection, re- 
mote or bear, with the death of the person who 
has died. . 

Old Rule of Law Suggested. 


I believe that in a case like this, your Honor, 
the old rule of the law which has not been over- 
ruled should obtain; that this prosecution should 
be required, before they introduce against this 
man any acts that he himself has done, that a 
prima facia case of conspiracy should be made 
out. That is the rule in Michigan and it is the 
rule in this State. They seek to evade it here by 
claiming that these acts—innocent acts—consti- 
tute overt acts, the introduction of which will 
warrant the jury in inferring that a conspiracy 
existed. An innocent act, in the meaning of the 
law, is not such an overt act that warrants the 
drawing of that inference from it. Of course, if 
you are to take “ these mountain peaks ’’ of inno- 
cence and infer from them that there was a great 
conspiracy, and then run backward from the con- 
spiracy and infer that these acts were guilty acts, 
why you are running around in acircle; you are 
doing an injustice, and you can never reach 
the truth. Such a course is forbidden in law and 
logic both. 

Now, they say the hiring of the horseis a 
“mountain peak.” Let us look at that a min- 
ute. Remeniber the law, that every circumstance 
that can be gsesolved by the jury or court in favor 
of innocence must be so resolved. Every cir- 
cumstance that can be explained upon the suppo- 
sition of innocence must be so explained. Every 
circumstance produced before it and to be used 
by the jury must be established beyond a reason- 
able doubt. Every important circumstance, 
even before you can think of it and use it at all, 
must be so established, otherwise you are to dis- 
miss it: and if it is so established, then 
you must think, is it consistent with the theory 
of guilt? Is it incapable of explanation on any 
reasonable theory of innocence? And unless it 
is you must dismiss that too under these rules. 
Now look at that circumstance of the horse. 
Many of you have lived.a long time in Chicago. 
Many of you know, being observing men, that a 
stranger cannot go to a public barn and get a 
horse without some one vouching for him. It is 
agreattown. Itis a rule of livery stables here 
that you have got to get some one acquainted 
with the liveryman to vouch for you. do not 
doubt that some men on this jury, if they 
have acquaintances in the country who come 
in and wart a livery rig they arrange it with 
the liveryman for them. Suppose a man 
should come to me from my own town and satis- 
fy me he was all right. He wanted a horse; it 
was only $3 or $4 anyhow. Do you suppose that 
any man would hesitates to call up the liveryman 
he was acquainted with and tell him that a friend 
would be there for a horse and let him have it? 
Is there anything suspicious about it? é 
Could Have Got Some Other Man’s Horse. 


Why, they claim that a number of men were en- 
gaged in this conspiracy~—Irishmen. O'Sullivan 
had a horse, and it is possible some of the others 
had horses. Didthey need to go to a _ public 
barn? Isthere anything suspicious about it? 
That is, assuming that this horse of Dinan’s took 
the doctor to his death. Do you know they 
say it is one of the conclusive facts 
“that will be conceded"? itell you it will be 
one of the most difficult questions you ever had 
to settle in your life to determine whether that 
horse was used or not in taking the doctor away. 
They speak of that as though it was not in con- 
troversy, not denied, not disputed. I have to say 
to you that the proof will show that shortly after 
the officers took this horse and buggy to Mrs, aa 
T. Conklin, the rum-shopkeeper’s wife, she 
said: “Thatis not the horse at all.” She at- 
tended the door for the doctor, letin patients, let 
patients out, answered the bell. He had been a 
member of their family for years. The office was 
near the Conklin saloon, up near the Windsor 
‘Theater or in the Windsor Theater Block. Nowas 
to whether her identification of the horse is worth 
anything or not, is for you gentlemen to try and 
try conscientiously. If she did pay attention 
to it enough to identify it, why shouldn't she 
recognize it upon its first presentation to her? 
The only excuse on earth she makes for her mar- 
velous tale and position here is that the horse 
when presented to her was a little wet and that 
its color had changed, On the slightest reflec- 
tion you will satisfy your mind and mine that we 
do not identify anythigg by color. That is one 
of the most unimportant things on earth in 
the question of identification. They 
might as well say I recognize you tomor- 
row because you are a white man; that is 
not why I recognize you. That is one of the 
most unimportant things of all that enters into 
the question of identification. What a very lame 
excuse the woman makes. But at last, after the 
theory had been fully developed, then the horse, 
in the most mysterious way, was presented by a 
gentleman from this mysterious newspaper 
crowd and she at once identified it. If you ever 
have any trouble in getting anything identified 
just go to a newspaper fellow, take that thing to 
them, and they wiil come back with the most 
perfect identification that was ever presented. 
Only two witnesses testified to this question of 
the identification of the horse, Scanlan and Mrs. 

. T. Conklin. Scanlan passed by on the street 
as the doctor left and had a little conversation 
with him about some Irish society meeting that 
was going to occur that night. 

Another Question for the Jury. 

How much attention. do you think, he would 
pay to the horse to identify it when it was pre- 
sented to him by this newspaper reporter; what 
is such an identificatioa worth? Why if it was a 
replevin suit, and the identity of the horse was 
in issue, there never has been a moment since 
this case began in which they could prove with 
snflicient clearness to demand a verdict, even in- 
volving the ownership of a horse, that they have 
identified it. A disiaterested person on the op- 
posite side of the street, standing there smoking, 
saw the horse for several minutes. He stood 
there looking at the horse while the man was up- 
stairs after the doctor, and saw him drive away, 
and he said, as Mrs. Conklin first said, ‘‘ That is 
not the horse at all.’’ Well, the time goes on. 
The police report that Mrs. Conklin says that 
is not the horse. The detectives did not 
hunt and search for that man. They had been 
taken off the case. The police had reported thet 
Mrs. Conklin said that was not the horse, and 
that was the end of it, and so it became an 
absolutely immaterial matter what became of 
the man. He was simply there casually on the 
street. Later on the man said he was going to 
Mexico. They say, “* Why didn’t they take him 
in?” I wili tell you. The report came back that 
Mrs. Conklin said that was not the horse, and 
that was the end of the inquiry. Now would 
that man Smith come back voluntarily when 
they have sent innocent men to the prisgn where 
they have died with disease—— | ‘ 

Mr. Bottam—I think that is unjust, your 
Honor, and improper.

Guessing Not Permissible. 


They ask you to guess that O’Sullivan’s pur- 
pose was criminal. They ask you to guess that 

That is 
the very thing they ought of all other things to 
prove. Itisthe very thing an impartial, un- 
preseMeed jasy will compel them to prove be- 
ore they will lay their hands upon the liberty of 
one of their fellow-men. 

Gentlemén, in closing I ask you to scrutinize 
with the utmost care the testimony in this case. 
I ask you to look with particular care and close 
scrutiny to the testimony given from this stand 
that varies and diTers from the testimony given 
on the first oceasion before Coroner Hertz. I 
ask you to scrutinize closely the identifications 
that are made by witnesses introduced and the 
party whose identity is sought to be established 
wy pale detectives. lask you to scrutinize that 
cmwsely. lask you to look with the greatest 
care you can upon any testimony that is 
presented here. Four years have come and 
— since the doctor departed from his 
ome, and surely any honest story should have 
been produced and would have been produced, 
long ere this. [want you to notice with great 
care the quality of this new proof that is put in 
since the inquest. l ask you to remember these 
missing links all the time; little fragments of 
connecting facts necessary to make the chain 
complete—such facts as the dramatic story of 
this wandering Hoertel woman; such _ con- 
necting facts as.‘ Martin Burke  walk- 
ing over across the open space and mak- 
ing the announcement that the cottage is 
rented ; such connecting facts as the identifica- 
tion of the horse by Mrs. T. T. Conklin. I beg 
you to observe these matters closely. I ask you 
to reserve your judgment on these circum- 
stances. Remember the cases, and particularly 
the rules, that have been announced, and do 
not doubt the conclusions you at last will arrive 
at will satisfy you not only for this trial, but for 
all the coming years, and that they may be many 
to each of you is my prayer. 

As .Mr. Wing took his seat an agreement 
was entered into for an adjournment to Mon- 
day.

NEARLY SUFFOCATED BY SMOKE, 


Fire Marshal Campion’s Narrow Escape 
from a West Side Fire. 

The Eureka Building. Nos. 155-59 West 
Madison street, caught fire on the sixth floor 
at 11 o’clock yesterday morning and burned 
fiercely for over an hour. 

The ouilding is next door to the Haymarket 
Theater, which burned just a week before. Oc- 
cupants of the upper floors had narrow cs-

capes for their lives, and the firemen had all 
they could do to confine the fire ‘to the fifth 
and sixth floors. The water damage on the 


lower floors was heavy. 

Fire Marshal John Campion, who was first 
to arrive, forced his way through an excited 
crowd of men and women in the narrow stair- 
way to the sixth floor, where the flames had 
spread from the rear to the front of the build- 
ing, filling the place with dense 
smoke. Blinded and exhausted he 
kicked out a window sash and fell over the 
sillina helpless condition. The engines at 
once threw a stream through the broken win- 
dow, drenching the prostrate form of the 
brave man. He revived but did not attempt 
to move until the long extension ladder was 
raised, and then he reached the ground with- 
out assistance. It was a narrow escape from 
death. 

The fire started in the shipping room of the 
Metropolitan Art Studio on the sixth floor 
and was not discovered until beyond control. 
The Metropolitan Art Stndio is one of those 
concerns that contract to enlarge photo- 

raphs at low rates and furnish expensive 
fanaa to their customers. as detailed in 
Tue TRIBUNE several monthsago. A mem- 
ber of the firm said that fully 15,000 photo- 
graphs, left there by customers, had been 
destroyed, and that thirty agents and office 
employés are out of work. He said his 
stock was valued at $3,000 and that he had 
$1,500 insurance. A number of customers 
arrived during the fire and were anxiously in- 
quiring for the management and their treas- 
ured photographs. , 

The losses are estimated as follows: On the 
building $5,000, covered by insurance; Amer- 
ican Tailoring company, by water, $1.000; J. 
S. Windeatt, $1,500; M. Dougherty Carpet 
Cleaning company, $500; Copeland Medical 
College, $1,000; Dr. Goodwin, $500; Eureka 
Laundry compdny, $500; Dr. Louver, $500; 
Dr. Mintie, #500; the Bon Ton company, 
$600: Johnson Tailoring company, $250; 
Herschine, $400; Artists’ Portrait company, 
$250; Golden Carpet company, $200. 

The building has an interesting history in 
the matter of fires. It was burned two years 
ago at the time of the John Smyth fire and 
has suffered from several smaller fires. When 
the Haymarket Theater burned a week ago 
the fire wall was penetrated and a heavy loss 
resulted from fire and water. Warned by the 
recent fire, several tenants of tne building 
had attended to the matter Of insurance within 
a week. Several new policies had been placed 
recently. The greater part of the: losses are 
fully covered.

THE BANKRUPTOY MEASURE’S EN- 
AOITNG OLAUSE STRIOKEN OUT. 


Committee of the Whole So Recommends 
and House by the Vote of 142 to 111 
Concurs, Killing the Subject=Mr, Can- 
non Makes an Eloquent Appeal for the 
Business Interests of the Country=— 
What Chicago Merchants Say of the 
Failure of the Bill, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 8.—The defeat of 
the Torrey bankruptcy bill was the principal 
incident in the House. This was accom- 
plished by a vote of 142 to 111 on a motion 
that the enacting clause be stricken out.

Such a Measure Is Badly Needed, They 
Say, and Would Prevent Heavy Losses. 
The news of the defeat of the Torrey bank- 

ruptcy bill was received with dismay, disap- 
nointment, and amazement by the business- 
men of Chicago. A strong organization had 
been formed to work for the passage of the 
bill and the members had been given to -un- 
derstand that their efforts were to be success- 
ful. Thomas Davies, the Secretary of the 
ldcal counmittee which was working for the 
passage of the bill, when inforined yesterday 
afternoon that the bill had been defeated said, 
after a pause: ‘ This isa great surprise to 
me. We think that the defeat of the Torrey 
bill is a great mistake. I am sure that ninety- 
nine out of every 100 business-men 
in this country desire the passage of 
this law. believe that its defeat 
was not due to any opposition to 
the principles of involuntary bankruptey leg- 
islation, but is owing to some objectionable 
features, particularly to the involuntary part 
of the bill. It is a fact that under the present 
state of the law the favored few, one or two or 
three, are invariably able by favoritism and 
fraud of the failing debtor to get all there is, 
while there would have beena chance under 
national legislation to secure something for 
the general creditors, say one-third to 50 per 
cent or more in a case of failure. While we 
would have been able to get something in 
case of failure of firms owing us we will now 
get nothing. 

‘It is remarkable that with every merchant 
almost toa man, with every banker, with 
every hewspaper, with every commercial or- 
ganization arguing and begging that Congress 
should at this particular time, when it is 
needed more than at any other time during 
the history of the country, pass. the bill, it 
should refuse to do so. The defeat of the 
bill means a loss of $1,000,000 a year to the 
merchants of Chicago alone. National bank. 
ruptcy legislation is sadly needed and we are 
not going to give up the fight until we get it,”’

Fellow, Countrymen: My principles and feel- 
ings have hitherto been opposed to taking part 
in the revolt. The present moment is a painful 
one in the history of our Brazilian fatherland, 
and is fraught with cireumstances which force 
me into the struggle; and, accepting the duty 


which patriotism imposes upon me with 
a full sense of my responsibility, I 
join the ranks of those who for 


a year in Rio Grande do Sul and 
three months here have fought valiantly to free 
our country from militarism and its hybrid al- 
liance with the influences of sectarianism. As an 
officer of the navy I drew my sword against mili- 
tary despotism, making every effort to rescue my 
country from the anarchy and. serfdom to which 
her rulers have now brought her. It is only just 
to restore by force -of arms the government 
which, in a moment of national stupefaction and 
surprise, was overthrown Nov. 15, 1889, by mili- 
tary sedition. Of this sedition the present gov- 
ernment was the outcome. I respect the free 
expression. of opinion on the part of a na- 
tion, and therefore consider it advisable to 
appeal to the country to decide upon the form of 
government that is to rule it in the future. For 
this | and my comrades are ready to sacrifice our 
lives on the altar of our country. Surely the 
army, now fighting so bravely, will not persist in 
defending the government which has lost the 
moral support of the people and has destroyed 
our credit among foreign nations. The watchword 
of freedom, first heard on the southern frontier, 
now prevailsin Santa Catharina, Parana, Sao 
Paulo, and the Northern Ststes, and here..

BRITISH MARINES STOP AN ARREST, 


Sensational Incident in Rio Harbor That 
Secures Dr. Barbosa His Liberty, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 8.—The South 
American mail brings copies of La Prensa, a 
leading newspaper of Buenos Ayres, containing 
the account of an extraordinary incident in 
the harbor of Rio. According to La Prensa 
Dr. Ruy Barbosa, who has been active in the 
political affairs of Brazil, being Senator in 
the National Congress, had fallen un- 
der suspicion by the national authori- 
ties of Brazi]. Barbosa recently left Buen- 
os Ayres on the royal mail steamer Magda- 
lina for Rio, intending there to meet his fam- 
ily and proceed with them to Bahia. An 
order for his arrest was issued and an effort 
was made to serve the warrant upon the ar- 
rival of the Magdalina at Rio. This fact 
became known to Admiral Lang, in com- 
mand of the British squadron in the harbor, 
and at the same time that the agents of 
Peixoto boarded the Magdalina fifty armed 
men from the Sirius appeared, accompanied 
by four officers and a rapid-tire gun, and noti- 
fied the Captain of the Magdalina not to de- 
liver Barbosa to the Brazilian authorities. This 


action of the British Admiral disconcerted - 


Peixoto’s officers and: they retired. Barbosa 
found an asylum ‘on Mello’s ship, the Aquidi- 
ban. until the departuré of the steamer Gar- 
cia,on which he found his way back to Buenos 
Ayres. Barbosa’s friends and family were 
arrested at Rio as soon as they returned 
from calling on him. Dr. Barbosa informed 
La Prensa that the Brazilian Government 
had made a secret loan or issue of $75.000-, 
OOO national bank notes. 

Commodore Stanton submitted his report 
on his conduct at Rio to Secretary Herbert 
today and left for his home in New London 


this afternoon. 
Ship Captains Prejud iced. 

Sefior Mendonca, the Brazilian Minister to 
the United States, left Washington this morn- 
ing for New York, where he will remain sev- 
eral days. Before his departure he said: 

The stories that the Captains of these British 
vessels bring from Brazil to New York are so 
tinged with prejudice as to be altogether unre- 
liable, and they are often apocryphal to the last 
degree, The Captains probably are acting uider 
orders in spreading these reports, for the 
agents of the line in New York refused to 
accevt freight belonging to the government 
of Brazil for shipment to Rio. They report that 
the sympathy of the poople is with Melio, for the 
reason, they. say, that the great majority favor 
the restoration of monarchy. Well, as a matter 
of fact, Mello does not intend to restore the mon- 
archy; he is working for Mello. 5o that if the 
public sympathize with him on that score their 
sympathies are badly misplaced. These ship 
Captains know nothing about the state of politi- 
cal feeling in the country. 

Minister Mendonca was asked for the par- 
ticulars of the explosion on the America en 
route from St. Thomas to Martinique, but he 
said they had not been received at the lega- 
tion. The Minister was also asked whéther or 
not he had heard anything about a reported 
collapse of the revolution, and replied : 

No, | have not, and I do not expect to hear of 
a collapse until the outside influence at work 
shall cease.

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DETECTIVE IS DEAD. 


EDWARD F. OARNEY’S END OOMES 


- IN THE OHIOAGO HOSPITAL 


After a Week's Suffering from a Bullet 
Wound in the Knee He Undergoes an 
Operation Thought Necessary to Pre- 

_ vent Bleod Poisoning—Attempt to Sup- 

press the Death=Mr. Howe Charged 
with Defrauding Harvard Graduates= 
Mr. Stead Gets into a Debate. 

Detective Edward F. Carney, who was shot 
in. the leg by two alleged detectives of Thiel’s 
agency, died at the Chicago Hospital at Forty- 
sixth street and Champlain avenue at 7 
o'clock last night. For over three hours the 
hospital authorities attempted to keep the 
death a secret and the truth was only learned 


when the police got after those who endeav- 
Carney died after 


an anesthetic for two hours anda half. De- 
tective Bailey, who was present, at once 
notified the Central Station and Lieut. Woods 


- apnounced the news. 


A few minutes later the Chicago Hospital 
was called up by telephone from Tue Tarris- 
uns office. A question was asked as to the 
disposition of Detective Carney’s body and in 
reply there came over the wire the astonishing 
statement that Carney was not dead. 

** Mr. Carney is here and he is alive,” said a 
* He was operated on this 
afternoon, but he isnot dead. He is getting 
along nicely.”’ 

“ Are you sure you haven’t misunderstood 
the name?” was asked. “This man was a 
Central detective and was shot in the leg.”’ 

* Yes, that’s right; Mr. Carney is thg man 
who is here and he is alive.”’ 

* Sure of that?” ‘ 
“Why, yes. What reason would I have for 
telling you otherwise?’’ 

This statement, coming from where it did, 
was accepted as true and the Central Station 
was told the news. It was welcomed and be- 
lieved there, for every man liked Carney. 
But Sergt. Frank Troy wasdoubtful. He 
had talked to Bailey when the detective tele- 
phoned the news of his comrade’s death and 
he called up the hospital. 

* Is Detective Carney alive?” he asked. 

** Yes,” he was told.

temporary lecture-room. At the east end of 
the north wing the library containing 1,400 
volumes of works devoted exclusively to fine 
art has been placed. Here also, disposed in 
an ingenious and convenient series of cabi- 
nets, is Mrs. K. Pearsons’ collection of 
Braun photographs. These photographs num- 
ber 19,000, and include about every noted 
picture in the world. The placimg of statuary 
on the lower floor has not yet been completed. 
To quote Mr. French’s words: ‘** We have a 
lot of stuff at the Fair yet—no end of it. We 
never can find room for all of it here.”’ 

' The first room in the north wing at the head 
of the stairs is to be magnificently finished in 
mosaics and ultimately occupied by the Henry 
Field memorial collection of about forty 
pictures valued at $300,000. The rest of the 
north wing istaken up with the paintings. 
The Albert Munger collection is still found in 
the same room it occupied the last summer. 
In the room east of this are to be found a col- 
letion of old Dutch masters. While the col- 
lection in the New York Metropolitan Museum 
is greater in numbers critics agree that the 
Chicago collection is much better in quality. 
Here in this smail room is a collection of 
pictures valued at over $300,000. Many of 
these pictures are valued at $30,000. They 
include Rembrandts, Van Dycks, a Rubens, 
and a Murillo. 

The south wing is given up to the work of 
the students of the Art Institute, which won a 
medal at the Fair, to the Higinbotham collec- 
tion of antique bronzes. a most valuable 
acquisition, and to antiquities. Included in 
the latter is a wooden Egyptian figure 
**Ushabti,”’ which translated means “* Re- 
spondent.”’ This figure is supposed to have 
been made in the days of Moses. Over in the 
north corridor, in a conspicuous place, 
stands the Columbian shield by A. Loeher, 
which will be remembered by visitors to the 
Fair. It was brought to the Art Institute 
about a week ago. As will be remembered 
this shield is of solid silver, antique finish, 
representing historic scenes in the settlement 
of America and medailion portraits -of 
distinguished Americans. Itis an elaborate 
piece of work that required more than two 
years of patient toil to complete. Mr. Loeher 
felt rather proud of the delicate subdued 
shadings of his work, but ali that has been 
changed by an overzealous workman, who, 
unobserved, polished the piece until it was as 
brightas a mirror. He was under the im- 
pression that it had been neglected and needed 
cleaning.

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SNOW AND SLUSH GO. 


CITY GARBAGE WAGONS ON THE RUN 
ALL DAY. 


The Phenomenon Is Explained by the Fact 
That They Receive Pay Only for the 
Amount of Work Done, and Not by the 
Day=Street Railway Companies Assist 
in Making the Streets Passable=The 
Sun Does Jts Share—County Board Com- 
inittee Meeting. 


Garbage wagons were hurrying up and down 
the streets yesterday afternoon, the horses on 
the run, and mud flying in all directions. 
This state of affairs had been noticed for the 
last two days. It was the result of the new 
system of paying for the work actually done, 
and not by the day, and the drivers were 
hurrying after more loads of snow to haul to 
the dumps before the other fellows got it all. 
Every load meant so much cash to the man 
handling it, and for good work he got a good 
day's pay. 

Three kinds of forces were at work remov- 
ing the snow from the streets yesterday. The 
Street Department continued its heavy force 
in the First Ward. Then the street railway 
companies turned out mn force and did their 
share in the generalcleaning. Thethird force 
was the sun, which came out warm and melted 
more snow in the ward than was removed by 
all the wagons. Of couse this made muddy 
streets, and the water and mushy black snow 
were extremely disagreeable, but where possi- 
ble the water was runinto sewers, and the 
streets were more passable than when the snow 
was six to ten inches deep. Still there were 
great piles of snow along the sides of the 
streets, and plenty of work still remains to 
be done. 

Go to Work in Earnest, 

Asa result of Tare Trrpune’s investigations 
early in the week the street railroad zompa- 
nies, officers of which were last Wednesday 
night ordered to remove the snow from cer. 
tain streets traversed by their tracks, yester- 
day began the work in earnest. On the North 
Side the North Chicago Street railroad com- 
pany put twenty-nine teams at work early in 
the morning and ull day long snow was 
poured in a steady stream on the dump at the 
foot of Chicago avenue, At the same time 
the West Chicago Street railroad company 
put a force of men and teams at work. The 
snow from the West Side was taken by mis- 
take to the dump af the foot of Randolph 
street, and on account of the long haul not so 
much was retinoved. . - : 

General Superintendent Bowen of the Chi- 
cago City Railway. company called upon the 
Commissioner of Public Works yesterday 
morning and reported that he had -tifteen 
teams at work and would increase the number 
as rapidly as possible. He asked that the 
city sweepers be allowed on the streets that 
the snow might be thrown into the gutters 
where the men might handle it without im- 
peding traffic. The request was granted and 
the sweepers were ordered to the work during 
the afternoon. While these companies were 
at work Supt. Welles of the City Bureau of 
Street Cleaning had sixty teams and gangs of 
men at work in the business district. He re- 
ported that they had cleaned about twelve 
blocks during the day. Mr. Welles fears a 
freeze, which will make it exceedingly dfficult 
work handling the snow, as it will have to be 
loosened by picks. 

Are Barred from the Lake-Front. 

The city authorities complain of not being 
allowed todump snow on the Lake-Front. 
They have applied to Judge Ewing, who 

ranted the injunction in the Montgomery 

Vard case, fora modification of the injunc- 
tion allowing the use of the Lake-Front for 
that purpose, but the court has refused it. 
The dump now is.at the foot of Randolph’ 
street, necessitating the passage of the teams 
across the long viaduct. The result has been 
a jam of the teams, the space on the dock not 
being large enough for more than two o 
three wagons to be emptied at once. ‘ 

The concentration of all the departmen 
forces to relieve the snow blockade has caused 
all the garbage boxes in the city to become 
choked with refuse. Nearly all the alleys are 
impassable to empty wagons. even if. they 
were to be had. The material is not of a dan- 
gerous character from a sanitary «standpoint, 
however, being principally ashes. The vege- 
table and animal ratter is little when com- 
pared to the summer months, 

In the wealthy resident districts the accu- 
mulation of garbage is much greater than in 
summer, but even there the refuse is mostly 
ashes. One thing that keeps the boxes filled 
is the pouring of water on the ashes and other 
material. This freezes, the cleaners take only 
the part that is loose and the box is soon filled 
again. ‘Then when the spring thaw comes the 
entire city is so full of garbage that it takes 
all summer to clean up once more. 


COUNTY BOARD TO HELP THE POOR, 


Proposition to Establish Soup Houses and 
Free Lodging Places. 

Commissioner Green made a suggestion to 
the Public Service committee of the County 
Board yesterday looking toward the extension 
of relief to the unemployed and destitute in 
the down-town district. He thought it feasi- 
ble to open a soup house in the First Ward 
for the benefit of those who were without 
means to providé for themselves, The estab- 
lishment would be productive of much good, 
he thought, and at the same time be actually 
an economical move, as it would probably 
sustain numbers of men ata very small cost 
who would otherwise be thrown entirely upon 
the county and help crowd an already filled 
poorhouse, 

Along the same line he thought sleeping 
quarters might also be provided at the county’s 
expense, which would relieve the City Hall 
and police stations. The matter was referred 
to the Committee on Outdoor Relief. 

Commissioner Cogswell’s union labor reso- 
lution referred to committee by the board 
last Monday was adopted, It provides 
for a clause in every contract for 
county labor that none but union 
men be employed. A fine of $50 per day for 
violation of the provision by contractors is to 
be levied. . 

Probate Clerk Roger C. Sullivan is in a fair 
way to lose his commodious private office. 
The Building committee yesterday recom- 
mended that the room be appropriated to the 
use of the Judges. The report was adopted 
by the Public Service committee, and will 
probably pass the board Monday. 


Free Water for the Parks, 

The Council Finance committee spent most of 
yesterday afternoon discussing the question of 
furnishing the parks under the West, South, and 
North Park Boards with free city water. It was 
finally agreed that an ordinance providing for 
the free use of water:in the parks should be 
drawn up, and the committee will recommend it 
to the Council for passage. The committee post- 
poned action on the Jaxon claim for extras be- 
cause Mr. Jaxon was not present. The clerk was 
notified to ask him to be present at the next 
meeting. 


Mayor Explains an Appointment. 

“T expected trouble over the appointment of 
ex-Police Captain Shippy to bea Lieutenant,” 
said Mayor Swift last night; **‘ therefore before I 
made the appointment I took the trouble to hear 
what the Chief had to say of him and also sent 
for Inspector Hunt. Both said the charges made 
sgsiont him were false and fhat he is a good and 
efficient officer. He has been assigned to duty at 
Hyde Park station to take the place left vacant 
by the death of, Lieut. Dunphy.’ 


Yerkes’ Injunction Continued. 

The city was unable to prevent the running of 
Mr. Yerkes’ gas motors yesterday for the reason 
that Judge McConnell continued the injunction 
pending an appeal of counsel for the road to the 
Appellate Court. Judge Jamieson for the road 
filed an application for a continuance of the in- 
junction with the Appellate Court yesterda 
afternoon and Assistant Corporation Counse 
Zeisler will file his answer this morning.

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TOLMAN’S APPLICATION UNDECIDED. 


Another Suit Is Begun Charging Him 
with Exacting Usury. 

Attorneys for D. H. Tolman and those for 
the four directors of the Chicago Trust and 
Savings Bank who voted to throw that insti- 
tution into the hands ofa receiver spent five 
hours before Judge Windes yesterday in ar- 
gument for and against President Tol- 
man’s motion to. dismiss the  re- 
eeiver, Attorney Moses, representing 
President Tolman, occupied the forenoon 
in reading and criticising the bill of 
the complaing directors, In the afternoon 
Attorney Bulkley spoke for the latter. 

‘* What's to hinder the majority of direct- 
ors from taking ssession of the assets to 
the exclusion of Mr. Tolman—ousting him, in 
fact—from any control over the. property? 
the court aeked Mr. Bulkley. The latter re- 
sponded that there was a good deal. , 

‘It would result in Tolman appearing in 
court as complainant instead of our client, 
said Mr. Bulkley. ‘* Besiles, such an ar- 
rangement ‘would only last for thirty days, 
when a special meeting of stockholders 
would be called, and Tolman with his majori- 
ty of stock would substitute his own Board of 
Directors.”’ 

‘Durmg the thirty days couldn’t the di- 
rectors find out all about the affairs of the 
bank?’ asked the court, ‘“‘and if they were 
finally ousted by a new board what’s to hinder 
them coming into court and charging fraud if 
they had discovered it?’’ 

‘‘There would be no need to file such a bill 
when we are in court now,” repli Mr. 
Bulkley. ‘* We desire that such an investiga- 
tion should be made by an officer of the court. 
If the defendant was in possession of the 
bank for only two hours I wouldn’t give very 
much for the assets afterwards.” | 

The hearing was not finished, and will be 
resumed this morning. 

Another suit against Tolman was begun 
yesterday. The Chicago Title and Trust com- 
pany, as assignee for the Columbian Mutual 
Benefit Association, filed a_ bill for an ac. 
counting against him, Cornelia T. Williams, 
and Charles Raiser. The bill recites that 
Tolman loaned the plaintiffs’ concern $8,000 
in April last, taking a chattel mortgage on the 
furniture of a hotel at Seventy-third street 
and Kinney avenue, which the plaintiff de- 
clare was‘worth $25,000. Tolman, the bill 
charges, compelled the insolvents to y 
$100 a month interest. Thies is claimed to 
be usurious and applicable to the payment of 
the principal. August 25, the bill recites, 
Tolman took forcible possession of the build- 
ing and proceeded to conduct the business. 
He received $10,000 earned by the hotel, the 
bill states, money, it is charged, that he had 
no right to, it being no part of the security 
held by him. He refused, it is stated, to 
make any account or pay over any part of the 
sum to the plaintiffs. 

Cornelia T. Wifliams and Raiser, it is rep- 
resented, claim to have some interest in the 
property comprised in the chattel mortgage, 
The complainants deny these claims and ask 
the court to fetch Tolman into courtand com- 
pel him to explain his actions. 


NO GIRLS’ SCHOOLS NEEDED IN ICELAND 


Mrs, Sharpe Says Her Criticisms Were Not 
Prompted by Revenge. 

Commenting on Mrs. Sigrid Magnussen’s 
interview in THe Tripune of yesterday Mrs. J. 
T.Sharpe said: ‘*Mrs. Magnussen is altogether 
iu error when she states it is from ‘ petty 
jealousy’ she is criticised in regard to her 
statement concerning the education of girls 
in Iceland. There is no ‘desire to be re- 
venged on her husband,’ as he has nothing to 
do in the matter. It is Mrs. Magnussen person- 
ally and no one else whom we Icelanders are 
criticising. The bank in Iceland she refers 
to is under the management of Mr. Gunnars- 
son, a thorough business-man, who has ob- 
tained business knowledge from abroad and 
is thoroughly posted in banking matters. He 
was appointed by the Governor, Magnus Ste- 
phensen, which did not please Mr. Magnus- 
sen, and hence the bank controversy. In my 
statements I have always give Mr. Magnussen 
high praise, and have not connected hin in 
any way with Mrs. Magnussen’s proceedings 
here or elsewhere. The cause of this objec- 
tion by us is her desire to raise subscriptions 
for what is not necessary. I repeat there is 
no need for a girls’ school in Iceland, as they 
have every faciiity for learning, and those 
who cannot pay for a higher education are as- 
sisted by the government. There is a move- 
ment, which was started last summer, ofa 
national kind where they want their medical 
and theological schools combined with other 
features to form a university where the young 
men could obtain their final degrees instead 
of having to go to Copenhagen. This move- 
ment is otis of help fram those who take 
interest in matters of education.”’

National Exchange Convention. Drafts the 
Form fora BilleKansas City Matters. 
Kansas Crry, Mo., Dec. 8.—!Special.]—At 

the meeting of the National Live Stock Ex- 

change convention today a scheme for estab- 
lishing a permanent bureau of information 
was adopted. The stock growing section of 
the West is divided by itinto six districts. The 
loca! exchange of each of the six cities repre- 
sented is to gather statistics from the several 
counties of its own district.

NOOSES FOR MURDER. 


HANGED AT DANVILLE, ILL 


On the Scaffold They Expiate the Killing 
of Henry Helmick, Who, with Two 
Other Boys, They Had Sought to Rob 
Two of the Quartet Confess and All 
Plead Guilty When Arraigned—In a 
Repentant Mood* but Unflinchingly the 
Young Murderers Meet Death. 


Danvix#, Ill., Dec. 8.—[Special. }—Harvey 
Pate and Frank Stires were hanged in the 
dining-room of the county jail teday for the 
murder of Henry Helmick Aug. 25, 1893. 
There were 200 witnesses to the execution, 
The drop fell at two’ minutes past 1, and the 
necks of both were broken. 
nine minutes and Stires in sixteen. In 
twenty-four minutes they @ere pronounced 
dead by the physicians, and the bodies were 
lowered into coffins. Both were game to the 
last,. and went upon the scaffold without 
flinching. 

Last night, after listening to the singing of 
a male quartet, both retired shortly before 10 
o’clock. Ina few minutes Pate got up, told 
the death-watch the devil was trying to get 
him, and after a brief season of prayer re- 
tired again. Their sleep was undisturbed,

and they were awakened in the morning by 
the sound of the turnkey unlocking the cells 
of the other prisoners. They ate a light 
breakfast, and soon after the Rev. Woolsey, 
their spiritual adviser, was admitted and re- 
mained with them until the march for the 
scaffold was taken up. 

At 12:30 the Sheriff commenced admitting 
the witnesses to the execution, of whom there 
were about 200, and the outer door of the jail 
was closed. As soon as -the spectators had 
taken position about the stairs the Sheriff 
with two deputies entered the cell for the 
purpose of reading the death warrant. When 
Sheriff Newlon commenced reading the death 
warrant Pate and Stires walked up and stood 
one upen each side of him. When he had 
concluded they said they were glad the time 
was so near at hand and they would be with 
the blessed Savior. 

After they had shaken hands with the min- 
isters the march to the scaffold began. First 
came the Sheriff, then the Revs. Whitlock and 
Shields, and Pate and Stires following. 
Deputy Phillips had the arm of Pate and 
Deputy Snyder that of Stires. As they were 
about to step upon the scaffold Pate stopped 
and shook hands with Deputy Olehy and said: 
‘*T want to meet you in the other world.’’ 
Upon the scaffold they were placed back to 
back, one foot resting upon each of the double 
doors to the drops which were to separate and 
fall downward when the rope was cut. Sher- 
iff Newlon asked Pate if he had anything to 
say. His reply was: **l am sorry I committed 
the crime I did. I am at peace with my 
Maker, and I hope my execution will be a 
warning to all boys of my age.” Stires also 
said he was sorry for the deed; that he had 
received forgiveness and would soon be with 
his blessed Master. ery. might hang his 
body, but they could not hang his soul. The 
Rev. Whitlock read a passage of scripture 
and the Rev. Shields offered up a brief prayer. 
The robes and black caps were adjusted, 
aud afterthe Rev. Whitlock had cautioned 
them to let their last moments be of prayer; 
the song ** Nearer, My God, to Thee,” was 


started. 
Dropped Throuch the Traps. 


The first line had not been completed when 
the Sheriff severed the rope holdi the trap 
doors with asharp broadax. The doors flew 
apart, the black-robed figures shot downward 
for six feet and then swung and bumped to- 
gether until they were steadied by the specta- 
tors below. In twenty-four minutes after the 
drop the physicians announced that both were 
dead and the bodies were lowered into coffins. 
The crowd around the jail was so dense that a 
squad of police had to clear a passage to the 
hearse and wagon in waiting. Pate’s body 
was placed in a wagon and taken to the home 
of his father at Glenburn, seven miles north- 
west of the city, where the funeral will take 
place Sunday afternoon, Stires was taken to 
the home of his mother on Chestnut street, 
where the funeral services will be held Sun- 
day forenoon, and he will be buried near Cat- 
lin. It was anticipated by some that the boys 
would make a confession upon the scaffold of 
some grave crimes in which they had partici- 
pated, but this was not realized. 

Crime That Was Expliated. 


The crime for which Pate and Stires were 
hangei was the murder of Henry Helmick. 
The night of Aug. 25 four young men, Harvey 
Pate, aged 21; Frank Stires, aged 19; Elias 
McJunkins, aged 18; and Charles Harris, 
aged 17, walked about eight miles out of this 
city. into Pilot Township with the avowed in- 
tention of robbing Henry Helmick. They ar- 
rived in the evening and found that the family 
had gone to church. They then determined 
to waylay the wealthy fariner as he returned. 
As Mr. Helmick drove past two of them sprang 
to the horses’ heads and the othertwo came 
up to theside of the carriage with their re- 
volvers demanding money. Mr. Helmick 
said: “ All right, boys.’ but struck his 
horses sharply at the same time, As the 
horses sprang away a shot was fired and Hel. 
mick fel) over dead into the lap of his wife, 
Three more shots were fired, narrowly miss- 
ing the wife, who, though wild with grief and 
terror, had the presence of mind to gather the 
reins and guide the horses in the road while 
they plunged forward toward home. 

The four boys returned to Danville that 
same night. The Sunday following 
youngest, Harris, incautiously let out the se- 
cret to a friend, and when arr conf 
to the crime, implicating the others. whe were 
immediately arrested. Monaay McJunkins 
also confessed. The news of the confessions 
spread rapidly to Pilot Township, and by 
evening fully 1,000 people were about the 
jail, many of them being neighbors of the 
murdered man. It was only by. increasing 
the guards at the jail and making a strong 
show of force that a lynching was prevented. 
When arraigned for triai all four boys pleaded 

uilty and made confessions in open court, 
Farce and McJunkins received life sentences, 
while Pate and Stires were sentenced te be 
hanged.

NEW HOME FOR CHICAGO “ TIMES.” 


It Will Move Into the Boyce Building on 
Dearborn Street. 

The headquarters of the Chicago Times are 
to be moved from Fifth avenue to Dearborn 
street. The northwest corner of Fifth avenue 
and Washington street, which has been identi- 
fied with the paper for years will be vacated. 
A lease of the main floor of the Boyce Build- 
ing has been made by the Harrison Brothers 
and this office is being fitted up for immediate 
occupancy. The Boyce Building is the new 
thirteen-story building which adjoins the Uni- 
versity Club Building on the north. At the 
time the building was in construction it was 
understood that the first floor would be taken 
by the Market National Bank. There was 
some delay in completing the building and 
the Market National Bank made a lease of a 
portion of the benking floor of the Major 
Block. The Boyce Building is forty feet in 
width and ninety feet deep. The first floor, 
with exception of an entrance hall, is in one 
large room. 

At the office of the agent of the building, A. 
C. Gehr, it was said that two-fifths of the first 
floor had been secured by the proprietors of 
the Times for a branch office, Mr. Boyce, the 
owner of the building, is now in New York, 
The present Times corner is owned by the 
Blodgetts, of Grand Rapids, Mich. A lease is 
now in force running until May 1. Upto 
that time the tenancy of the building will re- 
main unchanged. May 1 the building will be 
entirely remodeled and brought up to the 
standard of a modern office building. It has 
been known fora long time that the repre- 
sentatives of the Blodgett estate and the Har- 
rison brothers had failed tocome to terms for 
a new lease, and that the Times was on the 
lookout for a new location. Promising nego- 
tiations were carried on for sometime with 
the owner of the building and leasehold of the 
southeast corner of Fifth avenue and Calhoun 
place. The smali size of the lot was a serious 
drawback, however, and the deal was finally 
declared off. It appears that the problem has 
been solved by a lease of quarters in the Boyce 
buildi 


The agents of the building are not inclined 
to discuss the lease in any form., It is inti- 
mated, however, that offices m posing- 
rooms will be secured on the upper floors and 
that the front portion of the basement will be 
used for press-rooms. In addition to the” 
Boyce Building property Mr. Boyce controis 
the building known as No. 5 Calhoun place, 
er more familiarly as *“ Billy Boyle’s Chop- 
House.”’ One agent who is somewhat inter- 
ested in the change advanced the theory that 
the Times press-rooms would be located in 
this building and that the chop-house would 
be moved into the rear portion of the Boyce 
and University Buildings. Mr. Boyle said 
last night that he held an eight-year lease of 
the Calhoun piace building and had not been 
consulted in the matter. The main floor of 
the Dearburn street building can be fitted up 
for occupancy in a short time, and the agents 
of the building. expect that a change of the 
newspaper office at least will be made at once.

Recent Fiction, 

To say that Mr. Aldrich’s prose is minus 
the imaginative charm of his verse is not to 
depreciate his stories. The merits most no- 
ticeable in “ Two Bites at a Cherry, and Other 
Tales,” are delicacy amd humor. Indeed the 
latter quality glows softly in every sketch, 
not excepting the most pathetic of the seven. 
This is the story of a young cobbler who goes 
to the war, conducts,;himself gallantly, and 
has—like the boy in Riley’s poem—‘' clumb 
clean up to the shoulder straps.’’ He returns 
to his native town niinus a leg, but covered 
with glory. ‘It is odd,’’ observes the writer, 
‘that three-fourths’ of anything should be 
more estimable than the whole, supposing 
the whole to be esfimable. When James 
Dutton had all his limbs he was lightly 
esteemed, and here was Rivermouth about 
to celebrate a fragment of him.’ He 
is tonsted, feasted, hanored. He resumes his 
old work. He can hardly realize the fact 
when occasionally he has to refuse a commis- 
sion. Butastime goes on a shoe shop is 
opened in the town, ttade drifts away from 
him, he is neglected, finally alinost forgotten. 
He suffers cold and flunger. One day he is 
discovered dead, frost hiding the inscripfion 
of the medal on his breast—from which in- 
scription the Morr takes its name—‘‘ For 
Bravery on the Field of Battle.” 

“ A Native of Winby, and Other Tales,’’ by 
Sarah Orne Jewett, are as demurely entertain- 
ing'as the majority of her stories.

Methods ahd Results. 

The Appletons hav@ published the first vol- 
oum of “Collected Essays,"’ written at vari- 
ous times by Prof. Huxley. The title of this 
Yolume is ‘‘ Methods and Results.” The con- 
tents are an autobiography, on the advan- 
tages of improving fatural knowledge, the 
agony of science, on the physical basis of 

fe, on Descartes’ discourse touching the 
method of using one’s reason rightly and of 
seeking scientific trath, on the hypothesis 
that animals are eui@ovats and its history 
administrative nihilism; on the natural in- 
equality of men. natuyal 
rights and government, anarchy, or regi- 
mentation. ‘The first af these essays was pub- 
lished in 1866 and the latest in 1890, but in 
spite of their comparative antiquity they form 
pretty good ues | today. in fact it 
seerns to be opinion of the 
author, as stated, in his ~- preface, 
that he could not materially improve upon 
them now, though he jis sufficiently candid to 
leave it:to the. reader to judge whether that is 
evidence of the soundiiess of his opinions or 
of his having made no:progress in wisdom in 
the last Quarter of a tury. Also hé leaves 
it to be inferred -that there may be some mie- 
take as to the poplar jidea of the knowledge 
of today as exhi im the multitude of sci- 
entific works that have been published.

Parthia, Riyal of Rome. 

One of the most interesting in the ‘Stories 
of the Nations ”’ series is that by George Raw- 
linson, M. A., F. R. G.S.. and devoted to 
Parthia, for many generations Rome's only 
rival. The volume is illustrated with maps 
and plane, views of architectural specimens, 
and coins struck by -successive monarchs. 
The comparative indifference af the Asiatic 
races to their own annals has left the memory 
of Parthia to be gradually effaced. and yet at 
one time the subjugation of Eastern Europe 
by the active and aggressive Parthians was 
threatened.: The Western world was in fear 
and trembling of a nation now rarely spoken 
of except by scholars. Roman historians, 
it is true, devote a few paragraphs to Par- 
thian history, but not many. In_ the 
centuries gone by the Romans faced the Par- 
thians on many a hard-fought field. As to 
what the Parthian race really was the evi- 
denco is conflicting. Canon Rawlinson claims 
that it was of Turan origin, but others differ 
with him. It matters not, however. seeing as 
the controversy can never be settled. This 
race of people, which ruled the western part 
of Asia for 500 years, has left no records 
whatcrer, except its coinage, and nota single 
word of its own language on a piece of its 
money. The people of this race paid no at- 
tention to posterity whatever, but took Per- 
sian personal names and Greek legends for 
their coins with equal indifference and impar- 
tiality. 

The author has told the story of the Par- 
thians ina happy manner and ina style that 
promises to be popular. He reviews the cent- 
uries that intervened between Greek domina- 
tion and the rise of the Saseanian dynasty, 
and shows that they were not devoid of human 
interest nor of valuable lessons in politics. 
The Parthians were a_ thoroughgoing, 
practical people in many things. The Parthian 

of local governorships was copied 
the Persians, and wus a much better 
plan than that adopted by the Assyrians, who, 
every year, rounded up the various trives 
under their dominion and cxacted tribute 
from them, which was, in plain words, noth- 
ing more nor less than a robbery pure and 
simple. The Parthians, although severe 
enough when occasion demanded, were 
liberal where other nations were not. VPar- 
thian rulers were friendly to the Jews, and 
Josephus often boasted that he wrote his 
narrative of Jewish antiquities in his native 
tongue before he turned it into Greek be- 
cause he had so many readers in Par- 
thia. The latter Kings even went so 
far as to stamp a Semitic legend 
on their coins, Greek having een 
usel exclusively for this purpose throughout 
the earlier centuries. The coins of Parthia, 
in fact, seem to give a succinct and coherent 
record of the gradual decay of Hellenism in 
Asia and the corresponding rise of a native 
element, which was symbolized by its lan- 
guage, the Tyro-Chaldean.

A Fair Trade Scored=Few Changes=—Sugars 
Firmer. 


The general markets showed no special changes, 
and a fair business was reported. On South Water 
street arrivals were ample ana prices generally 
steady. Poultry, however, was in larger supply with 
the out-let only fair, and prices ruled easier. Atrifie 
more snap was discernible in the cheese market, 
the warmer weather being more favorable to the 
shipping trade, and high grades were firmer. Ar- 
rivals of apples were light, and choice fruit was in 
good demand atslight advances in some cases. 
Stocks of game have increased, while the inquiry 
continued moderate. Fine prime chickens, how- 
ever, were scarce and there was enough demand to 
render prices firmer. Sugars recovered a part of 
the recent declines. Lard oil lost 3c, and linseed 
oil advanced 2c, while cooking oils were 6c lower. 
The drug trade was fairly active. Tonka beans were 
25c higher.

THE HOPKINS HANDSHAKE. 

From now until election day Mr. John P. 
Hopkins, the Democratic candidate for 
Mayor, will be at the Palmer House from 12 
till 2. He will be there for the purpose of 
displaying his ability in that peculiar line 
in which according to good Democratic 
authority he stands unexcelled. That is hand- 
shaking. ; 

According to Mr, Adolphus W. Green, a 
profound lawyer, who has made a thorough 
study of the subject, Mr. Hopkins is no more 
an orator than Mark Antony was. He has 
not the wild eloquetice that awakens the en- 
thusiasm of the.waril meeting. He cannot 
point to the bar and'say in a dozen different 
languages, ‘* Gentlemhen, step up and have 
something.” Knowing nothing about city 
affairs he is unable to discuss them. But, 
says Mr. Green enthmsiastically, ‘‘ Mr. Hop- 
kins may not be much of a speaker, but we 
are willing to pit him against any man in this 
city to shake hands with his fellow-citizens.”’ 

It seems that there is something inspiring 
about the Hopkinsian shake. It fills the system 
of the recipient witha genial glow. When 
Mr. Green is weary, when judges or juries 
have decided against him, he rushes over and 
shakes hands with Hopkins and all is weil. 
That shake is a cocktail, a bracer, a pick-me- 
up which cheers but does not inebriate. It is 
awinsome shake, so full of sympathy and 
feeling—you can feel Mr. Hopkins’ heart 
throbbing in the palm of his hand. Mr. 
Green thinks one clasp of that hand will con- 
vert the firmest Swift man.

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HOPKINS LIBERAL OF PROMIGES. 

At 4 Democratic meeting held night before 
last the candidate of that party for Mayor 
said: 

If lam elected MayorIam going to do some- 
thing to alleviate the suffering of the poor peo- 
ple who are now destitute and cannot procure 
work. There are millions of dollars in funds 
that are lying idle that could be used in giving 
employment to those who are now begging for 
work and can’t get it. 

How is he going to keep this promise if 
elected? What can he as Mayor do to allevi- 
ate the sufferings of those who are destitute 
and cannot get work? He cannot spend a 
cent of city money for their relief,{for there is 
no fund for the purpose. Instead of having a 
surplus the city, thanks to a careless Demo- 
cratic administration, is about a million 
dollars behind. 

Where are the millions of dollars in city 
funds which are lying idle, but which could 
be used in giving employment to men who 
are out of work? No man would make such 
an assertion unless he was utterly ignorant of 
the management of municipal affairs. It is 
easy tosee how little Mr. Hopkins knows 
about the duties of the office he wants to fill. 

There is no money to employ more police- 
men, clerks, or laborers, The appropriations 
for the different departments are exhausted 
now or will be ina few weeks, It may be 
claimed that there is special assessment 
money in the treasury which can be used to 
employ labor. There is a little there, but 
this is not the time of the year when pave- 
ments are laid and sewers built. The only 
way in which Mr. Hopkins can give work to 
the unemployed is by dismissing men who are 
working for the city now and giving their 
places to others, But for every man who got 
a job another man would lose one. 

There are thousands of men out of work. 
There are millions of dollars lying i¢#<That 
ought to be used in part for the payment of 
wages. No Mayor of Chicago can make mat- 
ters any better than they are. That can be 
done only by the author of the mischief—by 
the Democratic party. Ifit will disavow its 
intention to pass a tariff bill, the black shad- 
ow of which has chilled enterprise, has closed 
factories, and has made suffering a guest at 
the hearths of workingmen, then there will 
cease to be idle hands and idle money. The 
repeal of the silver purchase clauses of the 
Sherman law has restored to the banks the 
money which fear of a depreciated currency 
caused depositors to withdraw and hoard. 
Remove the fear of a destructive tariff law and 
that money will flow out of the vaults of the 
banks into the hands of men who will use it 
productively. 

Mayor Swift stated the case correctly in his 
speech at the mass-meeting Saturday night. 
He quoted that portion of the Democratic 
platform which’reads: 

We believe that the Democratic party is the 
party of the masses, and we consider the admin 
istration of civic affairs ought to be carried out 
in such a way that the needy and unemployed 
should be cared forin a just and liberal man- 
ner— 
and then commented on it thus: 

The first proposition precludes the possibility 
of the second. The party of the masses is or 
should be the party that gives to the wage-work- 
ers employment outside of civic affairs by so leg- 
islating as to keep in full blast our factories and 
workshops. 

Mayor Swift did not promise, like the Dem- 
ocratic platform and Mr. Hopkins, that the 
city should take on itself the care of the needy 
and the unemployed and provide them with 
work. He knew that the powers of the city 
authorities were limited by the charter and 
that work should be furnished for the mass of 
the population by the adoption of wise national 
policies. : 

The legislation which gives labor to the un- 
employed of Chicago must originate at Wash- 
ington and not in the City Hall. An ignorant 
candidate may promise every mana job if he 
is elected, but he cannot deliver, and only 
those unemployed men who are themselves 
ignorant will vote for sucha candidate relying 
on sucha promise. And those unemployed 
men whom the fear of destructive Democratic 
legislation has deprived of work must be 
singularly stupid if they will vote for Mr. 
Hopkins merely in order to testify their ap- 
proval ofa policy which has set them to 
tramping the streets for work, has kept them 
at it for long weeks, and will give them that 
as their sole employment for months to come.

The new Art Institute on the Lake-Front, 
which for six months past has served the pur- 
poses of the congresses auxiliary to the 
World’s Fair, where crowds have listened to 


Weloguepce of all sorts and on all possible 


themes, from cookery to theology, which has 
been the scene of the great Parliament of Re- 
ligions, and which has been ruled absolutely 
by Mr. C. C, Bonney, has been opened for- 
mally to the public for its legitimate uses. The 
continuous flow of talk has ceased, and the 
noble structure now appeals to the eye rather 
than the ear, to the imagination rather than 
the reason, to esthetic taste rather than to 
mere intellectual enjoyment. 

In its new home the lovers of the beautiful 
will find the Art Institute richer and more 
beautiful than ever in pictures, statues, bric- 
a-brac, and adornments. Many treasures from 
the Columbian Exposition have found their 
way into its spacious rooms, and local gen- 
erosity has been lavish in contributing to its 
collections. With its paintings, statues, casts, 
bronzes, photographs, and engravings, textile, 
ceramic, and decorative work, its fine library, 
and its brilliant scheme of art entertainment, 
the institute bids fair to become one of the 
most charming places of resort in the city. 
Its influence in the past has been of inca!cula- 
ble profit in advancing the higher interests of 
the city, but now that ithas a new and per- 
manent home and ample room for its art 
treasures it safely may be assumed that its 
scope of usefulness will be widened corre- 
spondingly. It deserves the best at the hands 
of Chicago, Its prospectus states: “It is 
not a stock company, but an _  asso- 
ciation purely for the public good, 
and all its receipts are applied 
to the objects for which it was 
founded. It has no endowment, nor any as- 
sistance from city or State, but derives its in- 
come wholly from membership dues, admis- 
sion fees, and tuition receipts, together with 
occasional gifts.”’ Now that the institute is 
located permanently, it is to be hoped the gifts 
will be more than oceasional, and that the 
membership will be increased largely. What 


better or more useful Christmas present could 
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be conceived than a $10 annual membership 
ticket, which admits not only to the gallery 
itself but to all the receptions, lectures, con- 
certs, and other entertainments which are a 
feature of the institute’s annual season? Chi- 
cago is advancing so rapidly along the lines 
leading to “ sweetness and light,” with its 
libraries and museums, there can be no doubt 
it will exercise its proverbial generosity to- 
wards the Art Institute and speedily place it 
upon as high a plane as the art museums of 
New York and Boston. 


THE DEADLY HAIRPIN. 

For a long time the newspapers have 
abounded in paragraphs in praise of the virt- 
ues of the hairpin when wielded by the hands 
of woman. It appears that that little piece of 
bent metal has scores of valuable qualities. 
When in a state of rest it curbs the vagrant 
tendencies of woman’s tresses. When active- 
ly employed it buttons her shoes. It cuts the 
pages of her magazines. But why go into de- 
tails which are set forth in the paragraphs re- 
ferred 'to? In brief, the hairpin is to the woman 
what the jackknife used to be to the Yankee, 
Whenever a newspaper writer is hard up for 
ar. item he describes some street car scene in 
which, unmindful of the admiring and envi- 
ous glances of men, a girl puts a hairpin to 
some new use—saves a life with it possibly, 
or pays her fure, or mends the grip of a cable 
car if it happens to break. 

It may be because no one suddenly becomes 
vicious. It may be because the hairpin has 
been on its good behavior. Whatever the 

ason it is certain that nothing has ever been 
said about its bad qualities or the dangers 
connected with its use. The general impres- 
sion has been that as woman was the last best 
gift of heaven to man, so the hairpin was the 
last best gift of providence to woman, and 
that it was as free from faults as Eve before 
the fall. It is with painful surprise, there- 
fore, one learns that death lurks in the sup- 
posedly innocent implement and that it is as 
dangerous to foster one in the back hair as to 
warm a snake in the bosom. 

The following brief dispatch from Cincin- 
natiisa revelation. It discloses the other 
side of the nature of the hairpin—its demoni- 
acal, vindictive side. The dispatch says: 

William Kochman while wa)tzing at a ball Sat- 
urday night slipped and bumped his face against 
agirl’s back hair. He had violent pains, and 
since then has been growing worse until the doc- 
tors gave up hope of saving his life. While 
searching for his mysterious ailment mg ee

extracted, but Kochman’s condition continues se- 
rious and it is thought his brain received injury. 


If there is ** a bliss beyond all that the min- 
strel has told”’ the place where a man may 
expect to find it isin the ball-room, when he 
has on his best clothes, when the waltz music 
sounds, when his armis around a woman’s 
waist, when they move like one, responsive 
to melodious strains, when her head is nigh 
his shoulder, and her perfumed wringlets 
sweep his cheek. Butit seems that as the 
serpent lurked in Eden so the hairpin lurks 
in the ball-room, ready in a moment to 
change happiness into misery. 

Enough has been said about the merits of 
the hairpin. The question to be discussed 
now is its perils and how to avert them. 
Dancing is one of the favorite pastimes of 
youth, but dancers needs must stumble some- 
times. Hairis the glory of a woman, and as 
the fashion of doing it upina net has gone 
out she must anchor it with hairpins. Since 
there has been one accident there will soon be 
more, The hairpin has tasted blood, and it 
will not be satistied with one victim. 

It is easy now to conjure up possibilities. A 
cable car runsinto a vault or another car. 
The passengers are thrown forward violently. 
A man is standing behinda woman thinking 
of his supper, his home, his wife, and her 
dressmaker’s bills. Suddenly he is awakened 
from his dreams to find that he has collided 
with hig neighbor’s back hair and that he has 
a hairpin up his nose. He dies in great pain, 
and the street car company declines to pay 
any damages, alleging that he came to his end 
through the ** act of God,’’ otherwise a_hair- 
pin. 

Are these the items which are to take the 
place of those about the uses of a hairpin? It 
is to be hoped not. The ingenuity of woman 
must find some way of neutralizing the bad 
qualities of her favorite auxiliary. She must 
teach it not to be jealous of men and injure 
them. If not, then it will be necessary to get 
from the Corporation Counsel an opinion that 
the hairpin is a deadly weapon, and that all 
women who use them without having taken 
out a license are liable-to arrest and to the 
confiscation of their dangerous bits of wire. 
How do the candidates for Mayor stand on 
this important question?

DR. DEPEW AND THE POPE. 

It is matter for pleasant congratulation that 
the Pope has departed so far from his usual 
custom as to accord an audience to an Amer- 
ican Protestant, and there will be general 
satisfaction that the person so complimented 
was the genial Dr. Depew, Chicago’s step-son. 
It is also pleasant to observe that the doctor’s 
reception was comparatively informal. If 
not so unconventional and convivial as the 
famous visit of Father Tom to the Pope stil 
it was particularly friendly and the téte-a-téte 
was destitute of those nice points of etiquette 
which ordinarily make interviews with popes 
and sovereigns such chilly affairs. The doc- 
tor did not feel it incumbent upon himself to 
kiss the papal hand, much less kiss the papal 
toe. Like a prudent man he ascertained 
beforehand what kind of treatment he would 
be accorded and was notified by the Monsignor 
who presented him that it was the papal 
pleasure he should act precisely as he would 
do if he were being received by the President 
of the United States. ~ If Dr. Depew were pay- 
ing & visit to Grover Cleveland he certainly 
would not kiss Grover’s hand, much less his 
toe. With all respect to the office it would be 
a contact of man and man on human terms, 
and such it was in the Pope’s case. The doc- 
tor entered like a *“‘ gentleman unafraid *’ and 
made his best New York bow. The Pope met 
him half-way, cordially shook hands with 
him, and asked him to take a seat, precisely 
as any other gentleman would have done. 
There was no flummery of any kind. 
a meeting and conversation between two good 
fellows on equal terms and the representative 


of the powerful hierarchy was as democratic | 


as the representative of the powerful railroad 
and the step:representative of a powerful city. 

It is altogether probable that the gracious 
audience accorded to Dr. Depew was due to 
his connection with Chicago. It is apparent 
from the manner in which the Pope began 
the conversation that he knew who the doctor 
was, and that he was familiar with his career. 
It may be assumed without danger of error 
that he knew the doctor from his relations to 
Chicago rather than from any relations he 
may have towards Albany or New York. The 
last-named cities are comparatively terra 
incognito to the Pope, while Chicago is a 
household word in the Vatican. It was the 
Vatican that sent some of its choicest treas- 
ures to the White City, and it was in the great 
Liberal Arts Building that the church made 
its lavish display. All through the Fair in- 
deed the Pope was a generous patron, and 
his generosity has extended to the Columbian 
Museum. Probably if the truth were known 
the Pope breathed a sigh of relief when he 
found that the representative from this coun- 
try would not be a Rhode Island-New-Yorker 
who had secured the place by a cash contribu- 


: tion, but .a representative Chicagoan who al- 
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ready had served his country in diplomatic 
positions at Brussels and St. Petersburg with 
honor, and who had not paid for his 
appointment and could not be induced to 
on any considerations. Dr. Depew may 
credit his. cordial and unconventional 
reception to Chicago, for that is the 
kind of teception guests always receive 
here, If the Pope had welcomed him as a 
New-Yorker he would have elevated his arm 
atan angle of forty-five degrees for hand- 
shaking, arrayed himself in all his finery, in- 
stead of appearing in fatigue dress, and 
talked of nothing but New York, after the 
manner of Manhattan, instead of discussing 
the democratic and social problems of the 
day in a free and easy manner. The pleasant 
interview shows the advantage of having Chi- 
cago credentials with you when you are pay- 
ing your respects to persons in high positions. 
The outcome would have been the same had 
the doctor called upon the President of 
France, the Emperor of Germany, or the Czar 
of Russia. The word ** Chicago’ would have 
been the open sesame in palace and hall, and 
the guest, though only indirectly related to 
this city like Dr. Depew, would have been re- 
ceived informally and welcomed cordially. 


From this time until election day the cam- 
paign in behalf of Mr. Swift will be conducted 
mainly from the thirty-four ward head- 
quarters, This is as it ought to be, With the 
completion of the revision this evening there 
will be little for the Executive committee to 
do. The work for success must be done in 
the wards, and should be directed from the 
ward headquarters. The officers of the ward 
clubs know the menin their wards, where work 
ought to be done, and how to bring out the 
Republican vote. They have a pretty good 
idea who the doubtful voters are and how 
they can be won for the Republican candi- 
date. They can:do the necessary campaign 
work better than the Executive committee 
The ward plan of campaigning, there- 
fore, is to be commended, The Executive 
committee can help, of course. It can sup- 
ply necessary campaign literature and funds 
for those wards where the Republicans are 
not wealthy or numerous enough to furnish a 
sufficient amount. Oneof the great defects 
in Republican campaigning hitherto has been 
that there has been too much left to the Cam- 
paign committee, and that the ward com- 
mittee man was given too much power and 
too many duties. The new plan does not rob 
the Executive committee of any legitimate 
powers. It puts the ward organization on its 
mettle andthe club officers to the test of 
work. In the Republican wards the club of.- 
ficers will have to bestir themselves to increase 
the Republican majority, and in the Demo- 
cratic wards to reduce or wipe out the Demo- 
cratic majority. By their success they will be 
known after election. With honest, deter- 
mined, persistent effort in every ward, such, 
for instance, as there was in the Eleventh last 
Tuesday, there should be no doubt about Mr.

Workingmen must have employment. It is 
their natural right to earn their bread, and any 
social system under which thousands must re- 
main idle and hungry, as we see them now, is 
radically wrong. Hence oné of the federation’s 
aims at the coming convention may be said to 
comprise the effecting of a peaceful social revo- 
lution. 

If Gompers will study the situation a little 
more closely he will eee the need of a political 
rather than of a social revolution. The ‘‘so- 
cial system’”’ under which thousands are idle 
and hungry now is “the same system that ex- 
isted a year ago when there was work for all 
who wanted to work. While the system has 
not changed the party in power has, and 
idleness and destitution have ensued. -A party 
which gave protection to American labor has 
been replaced by one which is preparing to 
withdraw that protection. A “social revolu- 
tion’’ is not needed, therefore, to restore 
prosperity. Instead of standing the world on 
its head, all that is required to bring back 
good times is to continue the coaditions which 
caused good timesa year ago. Most of the 
members of Mr. Gompers’ organizatic n voted 
last year to eliminate protection from the 
‘social system.’’ If they will vote to put it 
back again they will find the system working 


well enough. - 


Tue Wilson bill reduces the protective duty 
on rice from two cents a pound to a cent and 
ahalf. This isa reduction of only 25 per 
cent, while most of the ‘duties on Northern 
products are reduced a great deal more. 
Nevertheless it seemed odd thata Southern 
product should have been handled even that 
roughly. It appears, however, that what the 
rice planters of Georgia and Louisiana lose 
in one way is to begiven back to them in 
another. There istc bea more rigid classifi- 
cation of rice. Itis alleged that a great deal 
of rice which has been virtually clean has 
been imported as unclean rice and has paid a 
duty of only halfa centa pound. The Dem- 
ocrats intend to see that that ‘‘abuse”’ is 
stopped and claim that the planters will lose 
nothing or next to nothing by the reduction 
in the duty. But where do the consumers 
come in? According to the Democratic argu- 
ment the imposition of this duty on rice not 
merely forces the consumers of the eighty 
milhon pounds imported to pay acent anda 
half additional, but it also enables the pro- 
ducers of the hundred million pounds of 
American rice to extorta cent and a halfa 
pound from every consumer. The Demo- 
crats denounced such duties a year ago. 


J uperxe from the number of postage stamps 
used in sending out suspect notices the Re- 
publican clerks in the Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, 
Ninth, Tenth, Thirteenth, Sixteenth, Twenty- 
fourth, Twenty-fifth, and Twenty-sixth Wards 
have not been too zealous. In some precincts

follow whenever an attempt is made to settle 
matters relating to banks at issue without re- 
gard to economic laws; but all this is not 
enough. Harsh experience alone can make 
people understand the errors which they have 
committed, and lead them to accept counsel 
froin men of science. The Italiau people 
have certainly had harsh experience in this 
case, and this article, setting forth as plainly 
as it does the disasters of that experience, 
should be valuable reading to American 
bankers.

IN THE IRON AND STEEL TRADE, 
Unsettled, Due to Proposed 
Tariff Changes. 

Prrrspura, Pa., Dec. 8.—In the raw iron 
and steel market at Pittsburg conditions re- 
main more or less unsettled and pretty much 
as they were last week. The dominant factor 
in tne local market is the proposed tariff 
changes. ‘The fact that many kindred indus. 
tries will be injuriously affected by the new 
tariff bill forecasts a curtailed consumption 
of raw iron and finished steel. A prominent 
furnaceman said that he believed the worst 
feature of the new tariff bill had already 
been discounted and that when the new bill 
goes into effect about the present scale 
of prices would. be maintained. The 
furnace reports for Dec. 1 are expected to 
show a further decline in the stocks at fur- 
naces, while the production will show a small 
increase. In the finished material market 
prices continue weak and fuvor the buyers. 
Some large contracts for structural iron have 
been closed during the last week, and the 
prospect for this class of work is somewhat 
brighter. In the steel rail market no new de- 
velopments are reported. 

Sales today include 5,000 tons steel billets 
January to June, at $16.75; 2,000 tons 
Bessemer December, $11.50; 2,500 tons 
Bessemer December and January, $11.15; 
1,000 tons gray forge December, $10.50.

MICHIGAN WHEAT’S SMALL GROWTA. 


Due to Late Sowing and Dry Weather, but 
Piant Is Healthy. 

Lansina, Mich., Dec. 8.—[Special.]|—The 
crop report for December with rare excep: 
tion shows that while wheat has made smul! 
growth the plant, Dec. 1, was in fairly 
healthy condition. The small growth is due 
to late sowing and dry weather. The pres- 
ence of. insects is noted by a few corre- 
spondents, but the injury done by them, if 
any,is hardly perceptible. The ground has 
been well covered with snow since Decetnber. 
The total number of bushels of wheat re- 
ported marketed in November is 1,704,351. 
The number of bushels reported marketed in 
the four months, August-November, is 6,- 
358,371, which is 378,825 bushels less than 
reported marketed in the same months last 
year. Pasture this fall has not been good, 
particularly in the southern counties, and the 
condition of live stock is reported from five 
to seven points belowa full average. Stock 
is practically free. from disease of any kind.

The receiver says that of the $170,563 reported 
as an asset probably not more than $}5,000 can 
be realized frorm the equities therein, if that 
much.

Another Conference of Companies, 

It is understood that the non-union companies 
will have further conferences in the near future 
on the subject of joining the union.

Managers say that so long as commis- 
sions vaid to agents by non-union companies are

Instrance Situation at Milwaukee.

Local Agency of the Citizens. 

The appearance of the President of the Citizens’ 
Insurance company of New York on La Salle 
street started a number of rumors regarding the 
future representation of the company in Chicago. 
This company with the Hanover has been in the 
Underwriters’ agency since 1884 and has carried 
one-third of its lines during that time, The Citi- 
zens’ interest in the Underwriters’ business is re- 
insured by the Hartford, which steps into the 
place of the Hanover and Citizens’. For some 
months it has been known that the Hanover 
would establish a Western agency and make a 
play for a large independent business. The ques- 
tion of thé disposal of the Citizens’ interests has, 
however, been the subject of cousiderable specu- 
tion. It has been assumed in some quarters that 
the company would practically withdraw from 
the West and confine its operations to New York. 
The report now is that it will be represented after 
Jan. 1 Ducat, Lyon & Co. This firm repre- 
sented the Citizens’ a number of years ago, and it 
is said that arrangements have been practically 
made for such local representation. President 
McLain said yesterday that no final action would 
be taken until his return to New York, 


Suit for Accident Claim. 

West Superior, Wis., Dec. 8.—The North 
American Accident Insurance company, in which 
F. A. Merrill, former Superintendent of the East- 
ern Minnesota railroad, was insured for $10,000, 
has refused to pay the amount of the policy on 
the ground that Mr. Merrill did not make a de- 
mand upon the company for the insurance money 
within ten days after the accident. Mr. Merrill 
has instructed his attorneys to bring suit 
against the company. 


Alleged Attempt at Fraud. 

PHILADELPAIA, Pa., Dec. 8.—[Special.]—The 
Metropolitan Life Insurance company is defend- 
ing a suit in the Common Pleas Court in which 
an alleged attempt is made to secure the pay- 
ment of a $500 pdlicy on a dead man named 
Flaherty, fraudlently represented to be William 
O'Neal, a genuine policyholder, who has dis- 
appeared.

Alta Rockefeller is not quite 24 years old 
and her sister Edith is two years younger. 
The share of each urider her father’s will will 
be more than double the magnificent fortune 
held by Miss Helen Gould. Miss Gould’s 
wealth is estimated at $15,000,000. ° 

The Standard Oil magnate has four chil- 
dren. The eldest daughter, Bessie, is the 
wife of Prof. Charles Strong of Chicago.- She 
is 27 years old. The youngest of the four is 
John D.Jr., who has just reached his 21st 
year and .who is being prepared to take his 
father’s place and look after the vast interests 
of the Rockefeller millions. * 

The wealthy Rockefeller girls have lived the 
quietest of lives. ‘They are not recognized in 
the daily throng of notable people on Fifth 
avenue. The swell milliners and modistes 
do not know them, because they wear only 
the plainest gowns, which are generally fash- 
ioned by a seamstress who does her work in 
their house. Worthor Felix has never had 
an order for a gorgeous party dress from any 
of the women of the Rockefeller family, be- 
cause they do not attend balls or swell func- 
tions of any kind. Itis doubtful whether any 
of the daughters ever learned to dance, unless 
Mrs, Strong, the eldest, was given instruc- 
tions in that art during her college course at 


assur. 

The Rockefeller sisters have not even a box 
at the opera, although they are proficient mu- 
sicians and thoroughly devoted to music. 
When they attend the opera it is in the quiet 
corner of some friend’s box or in modest or- 
chestra chairs, They are never seen at the 
theater, but they miss no concerts of merit. 

The whole life of these two heiresses has 
been devoted to self-culture and their home. 
Their education has been and is still closely 
supervised by their mother, who was a school- 
teacher in Cleveland, 0., when John D. Rock- 
efeller, then a bookkeeper on a small salary, 
marriod her. Miss Aita spent some time at 
Mrs. Life’s seminary at Rye, N. Y., and Edith

Mra, 
Strong is the only one of the sisters who went

Alta and Edith are accomplished musicians | 


and linguists. Edith is an omnivorous reader, 
and both are well acquainted with modern 
literature and the standard English authors. 
Alta has paid special attention to her French 
studies and Edith prefers German. The 
younger sister has studied the Japanese lan- 
guage, too, and at one time was ambitious to 
go to that country as a Baptist missionary. 
Alta is a fine pianist, while her sister has de- 
voted herself to the violin and the cello. Their 
father is an exceptional'y good amateur on 
the violin. . 

There are four pianos in the Rockefeller 
mansion at No. 4 West Fifty-fourth street, 
and a large organ. After dinner the family sit 
together in one of the large reception rooms 
and play classical music. John D. Rocke- 
feller is the first violin of this millionaire 
orchestra. His daughter Bessie, when she is at 
home, plays the second violin, Edith the cello, 
and Alta the piano. The most distinguished 
musicians who have ever visited this country 
have been entertained. by the Rockefellers, 
and their comments on this unique orchestra 
have been most flattering. 

There is a routine in the daily life of the 
Rockefellers which the children have been ac- 
customed to since theirinfancy. Breakfast 
is served promptly at 7:30 o'clock. After 
that come family prayers, and the father 
reads a chapter from the Bible. Then, while 
Mrs. Rockefeller begins to busy herself in 
the ordering of her household, the girls enter 
upona routine of studies and duties, which 
includes an hour with the French teacher, an 
hour with the musician, then an hour for 
practice, an hour with the German teacher, 
an hour for gorrespondence, an hour or two 
for calls sedi "wialte of charity, and so on. 

Miss Alta Rockefeller is about five feet 
three inches tall, with a plump figure, hands 
and feet that are not too small, and pleasant 
features. She has light hair of rather an un- 
certain tint, inclined to be golden and at the 


the millionaire’s pastime. 
The Rockefeller girls sleep on the east-side 
of the third floor of the New York residence.

There are two pretty dressing-rooms finished 
in mahogany and antique oak adjoining the 
large bedrvom, which contains two single 
beds. The dressing-rooms serve as boudoirs 
for the young women. Each has her writing 
desk and dressing table ornamented witha 
tew expensive toilet articles and photographs 
of personal friends. There are‘costly rugs on 
the floor and the ceilings are beautifully deco- 
rated, but there are no soft divans or fashion- 
able trifles like those commonly supposed to 
litter up an heiress’s own particular room. 
Neither of the boudoirs is furnished in any 
special color. One waiting maid suffices for 
the two sisters and her duties are not onerous, 
Both the girls dress their own hair. 

Mrs. Rockefeller, the mother of the girls, is 
a slight, little. woman, with black hair, whose 
whole life has been devoted to her children 
and to her household. She has never hada 
taste for society. The inmates of St. Luke’s 
Hospital, opposite the Rockefeller residence, 
know Mrs. Rockefeller better than the people 
of Fifth avenue. Two or three timesa week 
she visits the institutiog, carries flowers and 
delicacies there to the poor and sick, and in 
other ways tries to bring sunshine into the 
lives of the unfortunate. She has been giving 
money away in charity all her life. 

Her ready ear is always opentoa tale of 
distress. Of the hundreds of begging letters 
which are received every day it is said that 
every one is made the object of personal in- 
vestigation before being thrown aside. The 
Rockefellers are all members of the Fifth 
Avenue Baptist Church, which will always be 
known as Dr. Armitage’s. The Standard Oil 
man is adeacon in the church, and both the 
daughters teach in the Sunday-school. They 
are also members of the Euclid Avenue 
Church in Cleveland, where, until 
Alta and Edith used to play the violin and 
piano in the Sunday-school. 

Mrs. Rockefeller keeps a set of books in 
which every cent expended fer household 
needs is accounted for. It is said she can 
turn back ten years and tell the exact amount 
of money spent in any one week of the year. 
There is nota large retinue of servants at- 
tached to the Rockefeller mansion—just 
enough to do the work and not any for style. 
There are no powdered flunkies at the door. 
A-white-capped maid takes the visitor’s card. 
The cook isa woman, Her wages are $25a 
month. 


INVENTOR OF THE CHINA KILN, 


Success of Miss F. E. Hall, in Whose Bright 
Brain It Originated. 

Miss F. E. Hall, the inventor of the china 
kiln, is one of the Women who are rapidly 
coming to tae front. She was born at the old 
Ellsworth homestead, at Windsor, Conn., her 
father being a well known lawyer of Wash- 
ington, whose social prestige and kindly 
nature made him the recipient of the distin- 
guished triendships of Webster, Clay, and 
Pierce, and her great-grandfather was Oliver 
Ellsworth, who was Minister to France and 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court under the 
Adams administration. 

The Elisworth homestead is a fine old place, 
In one of the charming rooms is the old cop- 
per urn which ‘The Father of his Country ” 
drank coffee from, and on the wall hangs a 
fine Gobelin tapestry, which Napoleon I. pre- 
sented to Oliver Ellsworth when Minister to 


France. 

Miss Hall made her invention when on a 
quiet visit to the Catskills. She rigged up a 
crude contrivance which cost the small sum of 
$4. After repeated efforts to bake some dec- 
orated eggs she gave up in despair, when the 
thought of the test rod occurred to her, which 
afterward proved such a great success. The 
first kiln was heated by charcoal, and two 
years later gas was substituted. The Kilns, 
which have been constantly improved, are of 
three different sizes.

effect is that of a huge rosette, beneath which 
in their little round boxes are hidden rings 
and trinkets. Pink, blue, or yellow satin 
under the lace is equally pretty. 

In picture frames the latest are leather, and 
these are extremely rich and ornamental. 
The most elaborate are large, with a fanciful 
brass framework all around the edge. The 
opening for the picture is usually a little 
above the center, and the space below is re- 
served for decoration. Flowers painted in 
colors that contrast we!l with the dark leather 
background are effective. 

Lighter and more delicate in appearance 
are the glass frames. Directly beneath the 
glass is a piece of water-color paper, with a 
circular opening. Usually this opening is 
formed byaring of flowers painted on the 
paper and then scalloped out around them, 
i a fitting environment for a pretty 
ace. 

Some doilies of bolting*cloth look well. 
Around a circular piece of bolting cloth, two 
and one-half inches in diameter, 1s gathered a 
full ruffle of .the same material two inches 
wide, edged with pansies, exquisitely painted, 
outlined with gold, and scalloped out around 
the petals. Others are similarly made with 
wild roses embroidered on the ruffle. 

A little penwiper is a miniature Tam o’ 
Shanter, made of white felt, the brim bearin 
the legend, **Where did you get that hat?’

A strip of pale-blue 
satin ribbon extend across the upper right- 
hand corner, anda similar band across the 
lower one on the left. Filling in the corners 
and along the edge are festoons of white em- 
broidered chiffon.

Some pretty bureau drawer sachets are sim- 
ply made of quilted satin, lined with plain 
China silk and embroidered with the ini- 
tials. 

A useful article is a sponge-holder made of 
a piece of oiled silk about eight inches square. 
The outside is ornament with bands of 
bright r:d braid crossing each other at right 
angles and forming numerous little squares. 
The ends of the strips terminate in loops 
along the edge, and where the bands cross 
each other on the silk they are held in posi- 
tion by a star worked in yellow floss. Be. 
tween the stars brass rings are sewed to the 
braid. When suspended by long strips of 
tape fastened to each corner this makesa 
very pretty, odd-looking receptacle,
